have any energy. It’s a lot easier to 
work your way back than it is up. At 
the end I was working my way too far 
back. I hurt so bad that it didn’t mat- 
ter any more. I just forced myself to 
go. I needed to pass Larson.” 
Chandler and Breker had stretched 
leads on each other and Howerton by 
the end of lap one. Sinisalo Yamaha 
rider Greg Zitterkopf held down 
fourth over Honda Support rider 
Gary Dircks, Glover, Larson and Reid. 


By lap three there were two turns 
separating the first three until 
Chandler pancaked in a slow turn on 
Webco Hill. Breker got close, but 
Chandler continued to lead. Glover 
passed Howerton on the same lap 
and did it in the turn following the 
finish flag. King moved to fifth on 
the third lap also. 

A short distance into the fifth lap 
Chandler went down on the start hill 
séction. Even though an ambulance 
was rushed, Magoo walked away with 
help and left under his own power, 
with the aid of crutches and ice. 

Breker inherited the lead over 
Glover, King, Reid, Larson, Zitter- 
kopf, Locey and Shoemaker. Quickly, 
however, Glover took the lead. 


Breker said of the pass, “Glover was 
right on me and pressuring. I figured 
I'd reverse that. I let him by and then 
followed his lines and pressured him.”’ 
Larson was clearing the terrace on 
the hill and flew past Howerton on 
the same lap. Locey and Martin con- 
tinued to move up slowly but the top 
10 stayed static for a few laps. 

‘Suddenly, King, who was in a cer- 
tain second overall position, failed to 
come around. His Suzuki had run 
out of gas, an occurrence team man- 
ager Pat Alexander said was unusual. 
In the late laps Reid had taken a fall 
somewhere and was riding sans visor 
in third. Howerton, who was feeling 
weak and commented that the only 
reason he did well was because, “I 
know how todo this,” passed Larson 
and reeled in Reid. 

Glover meanwhile, had not been 
completely clearing the uphill. He 
was clipping his rear wheel on the 
top on each lap: So, he had Breker 
right on his tailpipe on the hill each 


lap. Glover hit wrong, got out of 
shape and Breker blasted by as Glover 
tried to re-enter the berm. Glover 
went down for a scant few seconds, 
but it was enough and Breker took 
the win. 

Howerton squirted around Reid in 
the turn before the hill, only to have 
Reid jump over himon the hill and 
take third again. However, the Rhine- 
stone pooled his energy and set Reid 
up. He went wide on the last turn, 
pulled Reid slightly up the final hill 
and took the win by a tiny margin. 
Reid fell under the flag for fourth. 
Larson was fifth followed by Locey, 
Martin, Heiberger, Yamaha Support 
rider Peter Snorteland and Husqvar- 
na’s Andy Stacy. Stacy looked good 
in the first moto, but came around in 
last with tire tracks on his back. 


125cc National 

O'Mara led the first moto of the 
125cc class from start to finish wtih 
Ron Lechien right behind. Except 
for a brief challenge from Lechien, 
the top two were set. Ward was in 
third, but Barnett passed him before 
the completion of the first lap. Yama- 
ha pilot Mark Flesia ran fifth early, 
but DNF moto one. Behind him were 
Yamaha Support’s Troy Blake and 
Rodney Smith and Honda rider Ted 
Brady. 

Honda Support rider ‘Flyin’ Brian” 
Myerscough (who worked as hard or 
harder for his eventual fifth overall 
than anyone), and Eric Kehoe and 
Chris Heisser, a Suzuki Support rider 
who’s been very fast this year, infil- 
trated the top 10 before the moto’s 
end. 

Ward was the only rider trying to 
clear the uphill and he was coming 
close! In one early charge at Barnett, 
the former main Mini man almost 
jumped over, then on top of Barnett. 
When the crossed flag came out sig- 
naling the halfway mark, Ward got 
serious and charged. He passed Bar- 
nett and slowly left him. He closed 
up on the leaders until they were 
right together. Ward tried a pass on 
the uphill before the start hill, saying 
later, “I was just trying to pass Lechien 
and landed in the rocks. It was really 
slippery, I hit my chin on the cross-

bar and it threw me off the track. It 
was do or die. I was going to get third 
anyway, so I thought I might as well 
try something.” That mistake left 
Lechien and O'Mara safe. Myerscough 
was fifth behind Barnett and was fol- 
lowed by Blake after Kehoe dropped 
back, Heisser, Yamaha’s Karl Jor- 
dan, A.J. Whiting and Rodney Smith. 

In the second moto O'Mara added 
another perfect start to his list with 
Ward behind. Ward went up onto the 
bank after the second turn and Bar- 
nett squirted past. Ward almost hit 
him as he fell off the steep side and 
into third. 


Behind them came Lechien, Heis- 
ser, Jordan, Blake, Brady, Tamm 
Racing’s Jim Brodie, Kawasaki's Ron 
Preston and Whiting. It took Myers- 
cough five laps just to break into the 
top 10. 

By lap four Barnett, Ward and 
Lechien were nose to tail. Lechien 
dropped back on the next lap and 
cruised safely in fourth for the re- 


mainder of the moto. Myerscough, 
Yamaha Support riders Mike Beier 
and Whiting were still moving up 
steadily. Between laps five and six 
Myerscough moved from 12th to 
eighth. 

Ward went by Barnett on a back 
downhill lap six and, though fourth, 
Barnett had a third of a two minutes 
and 50 seconds lap on Heisser in 
fifth. Myerscough passed Whiting 
for sixth on the next to last lap, Whit- 
ing was seventh, trailing a spread 
pack of Brady, Preston, and Flesia. 


250cc National 

The much anticipated battle in the 
250cc class was limited to first lap 
dicing for the most part. The top 
seven riders finished with double 
moto placings identical to the first. 
Hannah, Johnson, Bailey, Suzuki's 
Scott Burnworth. Yamaha’s Mike Bell, 
Kawasaki's Billy Liles and Suzuki 
Support rider Clint Hardick were the 
first seven in each moto and overall. 
Hannah, Johnson, Bailey and Burn-

worth led the first moto from start to 
finish with no change, even though 
there was spectacular and exciting 
riding. Yamaha Support rider Jim 
Holley was next ahead of Hardick. 
Hardick and Liles displaced Hol- 
ley on the first lap, and Bell did a lap 
later. Bell worked on catching Liles 
for the remainder of the moto for 
fifth. He caught him napping on the 
final lap and nipped him at the line 


by a hair. Canadian Champ Ross 
Pederson moved his Suzuki up be- 
hind Hardick and ahead of Yamaha 
rider John Whelchel and Honda Sup- 
port rider Jeff Hicks. 

Burnworth added spice to the sec- 
ond moto by matching Hannah’s 
Honda pony for pony up the start 
hill and grabbing the holeshot. He 
held up Hannah for part of a lap, but 
the score sheets had Hannah leading 





every lap. Johnson, much to his cha- 
grin, provided entertainment also. 
He came around in seventh and pro- 
vided some good racing while mov- 
ing up. 

After the opening lap swapping 
the order read Hannah, Burnworth, 
Bailey, Johnson, Hicks, Bell, Kawa- 
saki’s Darren Rhoten, Pederson and 
Liles, who had lost his first lap 
fourth to a loop-out on the hill. 

Johnson and Bailey battled on 
“Webco Hill” for part of a lap of 
close racing. Bailey was protecting 
his lines, but Johnson came out of 
the back section in the lead and 
Bailey followed a short time later, re- 
arranging levers and such. Bailey was 
not pleased with the incident. “I 
don't feel like I did anything wrong 
to the guy,” said Bailey after the race. 
“I don’t feel like I was Joe Nice Guy 
to him, but I have a right to protect 
my line. He jacked around with me 
in the first moto, then took me down. 
He's on my c--p list.” 

Hannah disappeared to a 46-second 
lead at the finish and Bailey passed 
Burrworth about two laps from the 
end. After that the order read as 
before. Whelchel took eighth for 
eighth overall. Jim Tarantino’s 
Honda Support bike was next. Ped- 
erson rounded the top 10. Overall 
Pederson was ninth and Tarantino 
10th. 

Despite the lack of long, close bat- 
tles, the spectacular track, which de- 
teriorated to a curious mixture of 
sand and rock-hard sections alternat- 
ing with good traction sections, kept 
the estimated crowd of 12,000 happy. 


Many of the riders were not so 
pleased. Johnson and Bailey both 
called positions that others would 
have been happy for, bad and frus- 
trating days. O’Mara had spent 14 











days, every day trying to get more 
power out of his Honda and was 
pleased with his ride and the devel- 
opment work. 

Howerton came in sick, but hop- 
ing to remain in the top five and left 
with second and second in the 500cc 
standings. He was happy and ready 
to get healthy again. °

Camel Pro Series: Round 4 


Jorgy charges to 
Ascot TT win

The Camel Pro Series picked up again after 
a two-month dirt track layoff and Alex Jor- 
gensen picked up where he left off last sea- 
son as he maneuvered his 500cc Can-Am 


thumper into winner’s circle at 
the Ascot TT National for the 
second year in a row. 

The 28-year-old Pioneer 
Trucking/Coors/Hi-Point/Mega- 
cycle Cams/Boss Frames/Storz-spon- 
sored rider from northern California 
didn’t have an easy night of it, how- 
ever. Jorgensen had to overcome a 
disastrous last-place start in his heat 
race to finish second and transfer to 
the main. Then in the main, he was 
forced to work his way through traf- 
fic, slowly reeling in the leaders and 
going to the front on lap 18 of the 
25-lap event. 

“T've worked real hard-for the last 
couple of months to get ready for this 
race and I guess it’s paid off,” an 


obviously pleased Jorgensen said atter 
the race. 

Following Jorgensen to the flag 
was another Can-Am, the Gardner/ 
Red Line Oil/Esprit/Arai-sponsored 
machine of former Grand National 
Champion Steve Eklund. Eklund had 
the lead for 14 laps before succumb- 
ing to Jorgensen’s steady pressure. 

Defending Grand National Cham- 
pion Ricky Graham filled the third 
spot on the victory rostrum, piloting 
his Iron Horse/Shoei/Castrol Harley- 
Davidson to a smooth, consistent 
finish. 

Time Trials 

During the first practice session 
the riders discovered that Ascot’s 
famous jump had a bit too much 
takeoff angle. Bone-jarring landings

and several near-crashes resulted as 
the riders were landing on the flat 
part of the track instead of the 
inclined landing area. Track officials 
did some quick manicuring with a 
grading machine, but the faster riders 
were still flying more than 50 feet off 
the jump. 

The air time didn’t seem to bother 
Jay Springsteen, though, as the 
three-time Grand National Champion 
charged his Harley-Davidson XR750 
to the quickest time trial lap, 46.39 
seconds. 

Jorgensen proved he hasn’t lost his 
feel for Ascot’s tricky corners and 
posted a time just three tenths of a 
second behind Springsteen’s boom- 
ing Harley. Two more Can-Ams, a 
Yamaha, a Triumph, another two 
Harleys and a pair of Hondas took 
the rest of the top 10 positions after 
the time trials and it was difficult to 
tell which type of machine would 
have the advantage going into the 
heat races. 


Heats 


The first heat race was a Harley- 
Davidson benefit as Springsteen and 
fellow-factory rider Randy Goss, the 
1980 Grand National Champion, 
cleared away from the rest of the field 
and waged a private battle to see who 
would take the win. Goss tried 
repeatedly to pass on the long front 
straight, but each time Springsteen 
had the moves to thwart the charge. 
At the checkers it was Springsteen by 
three bike lengths. 

The race for third, the final transfer 
position, was interesting. Rookie 
Expert and local hero Pete Hames 
had the third spot but was getting a 
lot of pressure from Texan Bubba 
Shobert. Shobert was trying all kinds 
of lines to pass the young Hames and 
got out of shape more than once. His 
persistence finally paid off and he 


was able to get by on lap four, much 
to the chagrin of Hames’ fans. 

The second heat almost proved! to 
be Jorgensen’s undoing. Getting ready 
for the race, he discovered that his 
Can-Am had a broken clutch cable. 
Lacking the time to fit another, he 
wheeled the bike to the start line 
seconds before disqualification and 
hoped for the best. 

“T had to keep it in neutral, rev it 
up and just cram it in gear,” Jor- 
gensen explained later. “I knew I was 
either going to flip it or kill it. I just 
had to take a chance.” 

At the flicker of the green light the 
pack was off, all except for Jorgensen, 
who was running along beside his 
bike trying to get the front wheel 
back to terra firma after a spectacular 
wheelie. Once he got things sorted 
out, Jorgensen was in last place and 
had quite a distance to go to catch the 
other 11 riders. 

He began slicing through the back- 
markers within a lap and by the 
halfway point was within sight of the 
leaders, each pass accompanied bya 
rousing cheer from the spectators. 
Lap nine saw Jorgensen securely in 
second place but still charging after 
leader Terry Poovey, who was riding 
one of Honda’s new XL600-based, 
horizontal-shocked bikes. The Hous- 
ton short track winner ran a very 
workman-like race until the last lap 
when he almost looped the motorcy- 
cle over the jump. The bobble let 
Jorgensen move up even closer, but 
at the end it was Poovey in front with 
arapidly shrinking eight-bike-length 
lead over Jorgensen. Tim Mertens, 
after taking the early lead, dropped 
back to third, gaining the final transfer 
spot. 

In the third heat race, it was Eklund 
and Graham squaring off from the 
start and battling it out. The National 
Champion kept his more-powerful, 








but less-agile, V-twin out in front for 
the first half of the race, but was 
being hounded over the jump and in 
the tight corners by Eklund’s more 
maneuverable single-cylinder 
machine. Eklund shot under Gra- 
ham coming out of the infield section 
and opened up a three-bike-length 
lead that he kept to the finish. 

Harley team rider Scott Parker recov- 
ered from a poor start, moving up 
from ninth, to follow Graham home 
in.third position and transfer to the 
final. 

Honda star Mickey Fay started the 
last heat race with a replay of Jorgen- 
sen’s wheelie and when his front 
wheel finally came back to horizon- 
tal, he was at the rear of the pack. 
Undaunted, he set out to catch the 
top three, Keith Day, Brett Barkman 
and Richard Arnaiz. Turning fast lap 
times and using all the track, the 
Washington TT specialist methodic- 
ally gained on the leaders until the 
last lap when he stuffed it under a 
surprised Arnaiz to take third. Day 
and Barkman preceded Fay in first 
and second. 


Semis 

Two riders would transfer to the 
main from each of the two semi- 
finals and the first semi turned out to 
be one of the evening’s more exciting 
races. 

Into the first turn it was crowd 
favorite Hames, with former Yamaha 
factory rider Jim Filice and veteran 
Rick Hocking hot on his tracks. 
Hames held off the two veterans for 
three laps before getting out of shape 
and allowing both to pass. Hames 
got things back together, though, 
and repassed Hocking in the infield 
to take second behind Filice and 
secure himself a starting position in 
the final. 

Ted Boody and Steve Morehead 





were the big names in the second 
semi and at first it looked like an 
upset as northwest rider Frank Word 
took the holeshot followed by Arnaiz. 
With Morehead down after an infield 
tangle, it was up to Boody to defend 
the veterans’ honor. He didn’t disap- 
point and within seven laps, had his 
Yamaha 750 twin up front. Arnaiz 
came home second and also trans- 
ferred to the main event. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Hocking retired from racing in 
1979 but came back this year, saying, 
“Tt’s hard to keep away. I’m not 
going to do the full season; just hit 
the ones I’m good at.” If that’s true, 
then count on seeing Hocking at 


more TTs, because the four-time, 


National winner grabbed the hole- 
shot at the start of the Last Chance 
Qualifier and mixed it up pretty well 
with his younger challengers. 

In some close action, Hocking was 
at times all the way back to fifth place 
before the race was red-flagged on lap 
six after Barry Pelkey highsided his 
Can-Am in the sweeping turn lead- 
ing onto the front straight. Pelkey 
stayed down for a disturbingly long 
time and the ambulance was called 
in. Fortunately, it wasn’t needed and 
Pelkey was able to get up under his 
own power. 

The race was restarted in single file 
and this time Hocking left nothing to 
chance, coming from fourth to take 
the lead after one lap and holding on 
to take the last transfer into the final. 


National 

As the bikes were wheeled to the 
line for the start of the National, a 
quick rundown of the brands com- 
peting revealed Can-Am as the most 
common name, with eight machines 
lined up. Harley was represented by 
four motorcycles, Honda three and

Yamaha two. The track, which started 
out fairly tacky, had slowly become 
slicker and slicker, making the big 
Harleys a handful in the corners and 
seemingly giving the lighter thumpers 
an advantage. _ 

Handful or not, Springsteen guided 
his orange and black bike into the 
lead at the start of the final and 
attacked the course as if he were rid- 
ing a motocrosser. Fresh off his road 
racing victory in Daytona’s Battle of 
the Twins class, he was looking to 
erase his sizable Camel Pro Series 
points deficit. 

Graham and then Goss powered by 
Eklund during the first two laps to 
make a 1-2-3 showing for the Mil- 
waukee bikes. It didn’t stay that way 
for long, though, as the 340-pound 
Harleys quickly tired their riders and 
allowed Eklund to take the lead on 
the fifth lap. 

Powering up from a second row 
start, Jorgensen was making time on 
the leading four of Eklund, Goss, 
Springsteen and Graham. By the 
eighth lap, he had displaced a fading 
Springsteen to take third and within 
three laps caught and passed Goss to 
put his Harry Lillie-prepped bike 
intosecond. Eklund was still a comfort- 
able distance ahead, but with 13 laps 
still to go, the crowd sensed that Jor- 
gensen’s pace would soon have him 
within striking distance of points 
leader Eklund. 

Sure enough, within seven laps, he 
was on Eklund’s fender and able to 
get by with little difficulty, passing 
in the tight corner leading out of the 
infield. Once past, it was smooth sail- 
ing for Jorgensen. 

“I just wanted to catch Eklund,” 
Jorgensen said of his race strategy. 
“When he started to disappear, I gota 
little worried, but I could feel myself 





confidence; gave me something to 
charge for. 

“Once I gota little lead on the guys 
behind me, I didn’t have to worry 
about them passing me and I could 
go up wide in the turns. I don’t even 
remember where I passed Steve, I was 
just worried about winning.” 

Eklund seemed satisfied with his 
second place finish as it increased his 
lead in the series to 11 points. “The 
pace I set was about the best I could 
do,” Eklund said afterwards. “Either 
Jorgy’s bike was working a little bet- 
ter or I was a little more tired. The 
track was getting slick towards the 
end and I was gradually losing trac- 
tion. I just didn’t want to. pressure 
myself and fall down. I wanted first, 
but I’m happy with second.” 

Graham looked a little winded 
after wrestling his way into third. “I 
just tried to keep it on two wheels and 
ride consistently,” he said. “The track 
got real hard and slick. Coming into 
corners, the front wheel kept locking 
up and the bike was trying to slide 
out, so I tried to be real smooth.” 

“There was really no way to keep 
up with Steve and Alex,” Graham 
said when asked about the pace he 
set. “After a few laps, they were pretty 
much history.” e

AMA ISDE Qualifier Series: Round 2 ; 
Lojak squeaks by Cunningham at 
Tulsa Three-Day

TULSA, OK, APR. 2-4 


Ed Lojak, with a win at the previous week’s 
series opener in Tennessee, continued his 
winning ways by making up 14 points 
(seconds) over Terry Cunningham’s Husky 


430 Automatic on the rainy- 
but-abbreviated third day and 
claimed the Tulsa Trail Riders 
M.C. Three-Day overall win. “I 


knew it was going to be real close 
when they told me T.C. and I had the 
same time for the grass track, but I 
didn’t think it would be within two 





seconds,” said Husky’s 250cc classer 
Lojak, who topped Cunningham, 
3152-3154 for the overall. 

Frank Stacy (3241) and Mark Hyde 
(3251) locked up the next two posi- 
tionsybefore Jeff Fredette on a 200 
Kawasaki broke the Husky string. 

To train the riders for the rigors of 
Six Days competition, the Tulsa qua- 
lifier was run as a three-day event 
with the Tulsa Trail Riders award- 
ing gold, silver, bronze and overall 
trophies. But the AMA scored the 
event as three separate qualifiers with 
some special rules. The rule getting 


the most attention: Riders who DNF, 
for whatever reason, if they could get 
their machine to the impound area 
within one hour of the time the last 
check they went through closed, could 
ride again the following day. There 
was considerable pro and con discus- 
sion, but AMA Amateur Activities 
Director Hugh Flemming was on 
hand to adminster and interprete the 
rule. 

Husky team manager Dick Burle- 
son said, “There’s some real good 
reasons for letting the riders re- 
impound, and most of them center

around the cost or riding the qualifi- 
ers. But I’m not to sure, regardless of 
the cost, that it’s a good idea. A rider 
can’t drop out of the Six Days and get 
back in. We might be teachig these 
guys the wrong thing. Really what it 
boils down to is, if you’re going to 
have tough Six Days, you've got to 


have tough qualifiers.”’ 

The Tulsa club had their expe- 
rience and trail savvy tested (this is 
their fourth qualifier) and were equal 
to the task when week-long rains 
turned the special test grass track into 
a quagmire and wind gusts over 50 
mph Friday night made it necessary 











to replace most of the course arrows 
over the three loops that totalled 137 
miles. 


Day one 

Day one dawned clear and windy 
but the water damage to the trails had 
already been done. To save the spe- 
cial test grass track, the early morn- 
ing test was cut along with eight 
miles of the loop that crossed Turkey 
Creek. Events chairman Randy Rals, 
along with trailmaster Paul Rodden 
put the run on the B schedule and 
conditions never improved to the 
point that they could move to the A 
schedule. 

Mark “Possum” Hyde, riding on 
the seventh minute, turned second 
best time through the 1.8-mile spe- 
cial test grass track, that would dete- 
riorate badly as the day wore on, then 
charged his nimble 125 Husky 
through the MX coures just five 
seconds off Cunningham’s blistering 
top MX score of 142 seconds. That, 
plus being free of any course marks, 
gave Mark the best score of the day. 
“If they would just end this thing 
today,” said a smiling Hyde, “I would 
have my first three-day best score.” 

Jack Penton took-advantage of the 
reimpounding rule when his water- 
cooled 125 Cagiva chewed up a tire 
on the infamous „Oklahoma rocks. 
Jack said, “This will be a good test 
for this machine, but I don’t have any 
parts if I should break something.” 
Penton broke his expansion chamber 
on day two. 

Gary Johnston, a little known KTM 
rider out of Laurel, Miss., turned in 
the best score in the 250cc Intent class 
with a total of 749. 

















Jeff Fredete had the best time 
through the grass track with a time of 
587 but then fell on the MX test for a 
157 and an 804 total. (Fredette also 
dropped a course mark for 60 points 
after changing two flat tires. “I can’t 
believe these rocks. I hope I have 
enough tires and tubes,” he said.) 

Barry Higgins of H&H Maico had 
a problem with the rocks. He caught 
his left foot in one, severely twisted his 
knee and had to drop out. Fritz Kadlec, 
who finished sixth with 766 on a 250 
Kawasaki said, “I’ve got to do good 
in these three days. I just can’t afford 
to travel that much this year.” 

John Fero, who was free of any 
route marks but 151 seconds behind 
Lojak and Johnston, slid out several 
times during the MX test and wound 
up talking to himself, “I seem to lose 
my concentration. I’ve tried talking 
to myself and some of the language is 
pretty strong. I know it’s mental but 
I’ve got to do better in the special 
tests. I don’t have any trouble with 
the trail riding.” 

Cunningham headed up the 250- 
500cc Intent class with a total score of 
744 plus the best score of the day on 
the MX test. He was being kidded by 
teammate Larry Roeseler, who had 
finished second with 785, about his 
wide-open style that usually had at 
least one foot off the peg. Cunning- 
ham said, “Show me one place where 
it says I have to have my feet on the 
pegs.” 

Roeseler picked up 10 penalty 
points when his Husky took six 
minutes of priming, kicking and a 
new spark plug before it came to life. 
Stephen Bartley on a 250 Yamaha 
and Roeseler were the only two to 
pick up penalty points on day one for 
late starts. 

Drew Smith has found a real friend 
with his XR500 Honda. Drew was the 
only one in the Over 500cc Four- 
Stroke class without route marks. 


Day two 

Day two’s weather would be the 
best of all three days. At 8 a.m. the 
temperature was in the high 40s with 
no wind. The B schedule was again 
run with 94 of the original 169 star- 
ters making it to the line. And there 
wasa flurry of activity in the impound 
work area as the Oklahoma sand, 
mud and rocks extracted a heavy toll 
in chains, sprockets and tires. 

Cunningham turned in the best 
score (1144) on the second day with- 
out any problems. Roeseler didn’t 
collect any penalty points at the start 
but was still 47 seconds back in 
second place when the day was over. 
Mike Melton was third with 1197. 
Ray Cosgrove was having problems 
keeping his Maico’s rear axle aligned 
and lost his chain twice, picking upa 
route marker and dropping off gold. 

Bruce Ogilivie, riding a box-stock 





Honda off a showroom floor (they 
didn’t even have time to change fork 
oil), was having problems with things 
wearing out. Bruce opted to ride to 
finish and used the remaining time 
in his hour to replace front and rear 
brakes, both sprockets and the chain. 


Kevin LaVoie related a wet tale 
concerning his day two DNF (he 
reimpounded and rode day three). “I 
was riding along a rerouted section 
parallel to Turkey Creek that was too 
swollen to cross. I got cross-threaded 
on the trail and ended up with my 430 
Husky sliding down a 10-foot bank 
into the water. Only the tip of the 
throttle grip was sticking out and I 
panicked. I had to save my bike. So I 
jumped in after it and the water came 
all the way up to my armpits. And 
cold...But I warmed up — you try 
throwing a 430 Husky up a 10-foot 
bank standing in water up to your 
armpits!” 

Lojak took top honors in the 250cc 
class, posting a 1158 score, 32 seconds 
ahead of Stacy. Fredette had another 
flat tire and picked up a route marker 
but was still third best score with 1222. 

Smith was still the only rider in the 
Over 500cc Four-Stroke ranks free of 
route markers. 

Hyde’s little 125 Husky was givena 
new countershaft sprocket and chain 
and it never missed a beat, turning in 
the best class score (1199). Keith Moore 
was down 76 points for second. 


Day three 

The weather turned bad, with mist- 
ing rain all night and the tempera- 
ture in the high 30s at 8:01 a.m. There 
were 80-some bikes in the impound 
but only 62 made the start and of 
those, only 56 finished despite the 
club running only the 60.1-mile red 
loop. Those who finished dropped 
few route points and that put score 
results on the two special tests, mainly 
the five-lap, eight-rider MX. 

Lojak and Kadlec diced briefly for 
two laps before Kadlec fell and des- 
troyed his rear brake. Lojak continued 
to stretch his lead, finishing with the 
best score of the day. 

In his heat, Cunningham was third 
off the line in the dead-engine start 
behind Ren Riblozi and Stacy. Ribolzi 
was in the lead but couldn’t put any 
space between himself and Stacy and 
on the white flag lap he slid out, let- 
ting Stacy by. Cunningham followed 
Ribolzi across the line. 

“It was a tough run,” said Stacy 
from the back of his Dunlop truck, 
“But I did what I wanted to do: I had 
three good rides and I finished the 
three days.” 

Smith, with three best of class 
scores, was a tired but happy rider 
who had this to say about the three 
days, ‘“They’re going to have to do 
something pretty weird to make a 
qualifier tougher than this one.” @

Going to the hea 


of the class 


What’s it like to be a newly-risen motocross 
star? Then still have a father nearly as fa- 
mous as you are anyway? To share a class 


and team with the 


hero? David Bailey knows and 
the answers may surprise you. 

“Gary’s son” became nation- 
ally-known when he won the 
AMA Amateur MX National Cham- 
pionship while nearing the end of a 
1973 to ’79 family-like association 
with the thumbs-up people, Bultaco. 
After that high point, Bailey’s Bul- 
tacos became a liability. They told 
him not to feel bad if he had to 
switch, but he stayed until the bike 
was so slow and unreliable, in com- 
parison to the newer machines, that 
it was difficult to muster finishes 
good enough to attract another ride. 

David’s mother Darleen suggested 
a call to ex-Bultaco employee Ray 
Brumbcloe, who worked for Kawa- 
saki in Atlanta. David and dad made 
the move to Kawasaki at a time when 
the lime-replica racers were at the 
motocross forefront with their new 
Uni-Track suspension. 

From there things have gone up in 
plateaus for this likable young man 
from Axton, Va. His initial rides 
with Honda were marked with prom- 
ise and injuries. He fought back from 
these injuries to become a serious, 
read healthy, threat at the end of ’82. 


His second year with Honda started 
well. He was fast, smooth and tena- 
cious about showing new teammate 
Bob Hannah that this was not 1978. 
He might win, but he was going to 
have to work for it. 


The thrill of his previous fall’s ride 
on the World Championship Ameri- 
can des Nations team was joined by 
another — standing on the Anaheim 
Stadium victory rostrum, with Johnny 
O’Mara, and Broc Glover, as the 
winner. 


“When I first rode the Kawasaki I 
rode really well; it was the best I had 
done in the last couple of years, and I 
continued to do a little bit better all 
year long. I got on that bike and went 
through the gears in a field and loved 
it. At the end of the year I won the 
Trans-USA Support class, but the 
whole time I was with Kawasaki I 
was on the verge of being a factory 
rider. I always had a few things that 
were “works” on my bike. I was jug- 
gling around works shocks and stuff, 
but I didn’t have the experience. I 








quintessential moto- 


wish I knew then what I know now, 
because I would have just stayed with 
the stock bike and not fooled around 
trying to make it better. 

“They offered me the works bike a 
couple of times, but I was having 
more trouble than gains. I would ride 
the stocker all week, then jump on 
the factory bike to race. I wasn’tcom- 
fortable and some things broke be- 
cause I was getting hand-me-down 
parts. It was my own fault for choos- 
ing to ride with it. People don’t know 
it, but, with the contracts I had with 
Bultaco and Goodyear, I took a cut in 
money to ride Kawasakis.” 
Kawasaki was not interested in ex- 
panding their team, but an old racing 
friend and racing foe of Gary Bailey 
— Roger DeCoster — was interested. 
David signed a Honda contract at the 
Houston round of the Trans-USA. 
That was the start of the first big 
plateau. 

“You can’t make it on riding ability 
alone. You have to have a little luck 
— I think that you make your own 
—and you have to have a bike. As 
soon as I signed with Honda, it was 
apparent that they had a lot more 
desire to put in what they needed to 
put in to win races. It’s visible to 
anyone at the races that Honda is the 
effort. Honda has made a big turn; I 
got in at the right time. Their bikes 
are the best this year and they were 
last year. That’s made the most dif- 
ference in my riding.” 

Injuries were his constant compan- 
ion that first year. He broke his hand 
before the season and lost the Winter- 
AMA Series title asa result. A broken 
foot was next before Anaheim. He 
got feeling good again and broke the 
bones in his lower leg. It was painful 
and prevented him from training, yet 
he came back at Lake Whitney and 
soon finished in the top three for five 
races in a row. 

“That was my third injury in a row, 
and on the alternate suicide list I was 
near the top. Honda’s trainer Jeff 
Spencer and my parents kept me 
from really getting depressed. It made 
me train harder, at least, everything I 
could train besides my leg. I’m glad 
in a way that I did break it. I got to sit 
out and think about racing and how 
badly I wanted to win. I learned to 
deal with problems and not get bummed 





ss 


out. I was fora few days, but after that 
I just learned to get out there and get 
hungry.” 

Being aco-World Champion is given 
credit by Bailey for some of his late 
’82 motivation. 

“T got the phone call for the Trophee 
motocrosses because Donnie Hansen 
had just crashed and they realized he 
wasn’t going to be ready for the first 
race. Dave Arnold called me up and 
said to get over there right then. I got 
a flight an hour later. 

“When I was on the plane I had no 
idea that Donnie was hurt that badly. 
I just thought that he broke his hand 
or something; I didn’t even know if I 
would be riding or if he would be all 
right by the time I got there. 

“I got there and I was really 
bummed to find out how serious he 
was. They wouldn’t even let anyone 
see him. Johnny and I stayed in the 
same room, and I think the neatest 
thing that happened while I was over 
there was when Lisa called and said 
that Donnie woke up. Johnny told 
me and I was so happy I couldn’t 
believe it. He yelled, ‘Damn, Hansen 
woke up!,’ and went out on the bal- 
cony screaming at one in the morn- 
ing. It was great news and it made 
everyone feel good. 

“The race was an experience. I 
don’t care what anyone says about 
the Europeans, about them being 
slow, those guys were good. Really 
good! It was good for me to be 
exposed to that and to be able to 
travel like that. I got an eighth, a 
sixth, a fourth and a second, better 
each time. And, of course, when we 
won it was a great feeling. I think it 
helped me to come back and ride 
better in the Trans-Cal Series. I hope 
I get to go this year. Hopefully, if I 
keep riding like I do, I'll get picked. It 
depends on whether they take one 
guy from each company; if they do, 
they'll probably take Hannah.” 
Hannah is a person that is very much 
on Bailey’s mind. He was a hero for 
him as a younger rider. He says that 
the biggest thing that he has learned 
from watching him is that he always 
tries. He was a help and motivation 
to him before his Amateur Cham- 
pionship. ; 

“A long time ago, down in Florida, 
Hannah was running a couple of 
races and he saw me crash. He came 
over later and said, ‘Hey, don’t ever 
give up. If this is what you want to 
do, just keep trying. Just give 100% 
and you’ll get it back, I’ve used that. 
One of the times it came in handy was 
at the Amateur Championships. At 
the last race I fell in the second turn. I 
got up and straightened the. levers 
and stuff and took off about 20 seconds 
in last. I told myself that I wasn’t 











going to give up, I was going totry. I 
didn’t work all year to come down, 
fall and give up. I said, ‘I’m gonna’ 
win this thing.’ I did by a lot.” 
David still respects Bob, but now he 
is involved in learning his strengths 
and Hannah’s weaknesses. He doesn’t 
think he’ll have to wait till Hannah 
retires to see the checkered flag first. 
“My guess is that Hannah has a style 
that can’t be improved on. The only 
way that I think that he can go faster 
is to go more wide-open and more 
out of control, so to speak. The thing 
that keeps him on two wheels is his 
incredible balance and the ability to 
make his mind up in a millisecond. 
When he goes into a turn and there 
are 10 guys piled up with no way 
through, he gets through, somehow. 
If he has to run beside his bike, he 
gets through and doesn’t lose time. 
He’s so good at that. I think it comes 
from riding in the desert since he was 
a kid and having to make decisions 
quickly. He really feels like he has to 
prove something. He wants to walk 
out of this sport a hero, the greatest 
rider that ever lived.” 
Bailey speaks realistically of his own 
strengths. He is a thinking rider. He 
gives much of the credit for that to his 
father. 
“My dad has trained me vo think for 
myself and figure out and analyze 
things. The biggest thing that is 
hurting me right now is that I’m too 
conservative. I don’t hang it out like 
Hannah and (Ricky) Johnson. The 
only good thing about that, is that 
I’ll last longer than some of the guys. 
My career has been really steady. 
Every now and then it goes up. I 
don’t think I will be able to take 
another leap like the one between last 
fall and this spring until about three- 
quarters of the way through this year. 
“But because of my style, my abil- 
ity to understand the motorcycle and 
how it works, how I work, how other 
riders work and the ability to adapt 
new things into my style will help 
me. I don’t think anyone concen- 
trates and thinks about that as much 
as I do. They think about holding it 
wide open more, or training harder. 
That’s important, but learning how 
to ride a motorcycle well is impor- 
tant. I don’t think there is an end to 
learning. It’s a never-ending game, 
and I think that I’m learning faster 
than anybody out there right now. 
My guess, and my goal, is that I’ll be 
able to run away with races and still 
be smooth and conservative. It is hard 
to imagine, but I can visualize it.” 
Since he really does study the compe- 
tition, David knows that Hannah 
will be no pushover. He thinks that 
he has his work cut out since Hannah 
seems to rise to the occasion and 








deliver more speed at will. 

“Bob does have an excellent ability to 
pull out the stops that are necessary. I 
think the most impressive thing I 
ever saw him do was at the Burnt 
Hickory track when he and Marty 
Smith were battling down to the wire 
in the 500cc class. 

“He fell in the first turn and got 
up, but the clutch lever was just 
hanging down. He grabbed it and 
held it in his hand for the whole moto 
like it was part of the grip. After tak- 
ing off in dead last, he won the moto. 
I’ve never seen anybody ride so much 
faster than anyone else. The guy did 
so many handstands, just out of con- 
trol, and saved it so many times it was 
like you could feel what he was feel- 
ing as he rode the track. Maybe that is 
why he is so popular. That and he is 
exciting to watch. He always puts on 
a show. It doesn’t matter whether he's 
in first or second or last, the guy 
tries.” 

Bailey sees the threshold he stands at 
now as similar to others, he has faced, 
even though the competition is much 
higher now. 
“When I first turned Pro I lost my 
confidence. I'd line up at the line ina 
place that I didn’t think that I would 
get in a first turn crash, because I 
knew I wasn’t going to get the hole- 
shot. That was stupid, because I'd 
end up in it anyway. I knew I was, so 
I'd look for it then magnetize myself 
right into it. I’d go to the line and 
count the guys I knew were faster 
than me so I could see about what 
place I'd get. That was the hardest 
time because I'd break, twist and 
sprain stuff, the bike would give up 
and I’d get in crashes all the time. I 
just decided, ‘hey, I like motocross 
, too much to give up here.’ Then I was 
trying to make up seconds. That was 
easy. Making up 100ths of a second at 
this level is harder than seconds were. 
Now it’s gotten to where if you miss a 
day of training or eat something 
stupid, it makes a difference whether 
you win or lose.” 
David Bailey is a genuine and friendly 
person. He has a ready smile, and 
claims that he tries to treat the people 
who sponsor him the way he wants to 
be treated. His concerns now are for 
the friendship and what he hopes is 
mutual respect he and Bob share can 
continue in light of the competition 
that is bound to arise between them 
this year. 
“I think Bob is going to win a few 
more races. He’ll be right in the top 
because opportunity always goes to 
the person who puts in 100%. Besides, 
he has already had his share of bad 
luck this year. I think that Johnson 
and I are going to start pushing past 
him. Bob might start falling down a 
little bit.«A lot of people said I 
wouldn’t even need to worry about 
Johnson, but I knew he would come 
back strong. There will be tracks 
around where the passing is a little 
easy and we are going to be able to 
push past him. I think that by the end 
of the year I’m going to be able to beat 
him. My goal is to win the Grand 
National title, and to do that I’m 
going to have to win the Supercross 
or the National series. The points are 
closer in the Nationals, but I don’t 
know what will happen. I do know 
that it will be some good racing. 

“The one thing I hope is that Bob 
and I can stay buddies, so to speak. I 
have a lot of respect for him. I don't 
know if he does for me, but he seems 
like he does. I know he wouldn’t run 
into: me, and that he’s really smart. 
Also he hates the other teams. I don’t 
know deep down if he does, but on 
the outside he really doesn’t like 
anybody. You can see it in practice; 
he goes out of his way to move in 
front of guys and race with them and 
try to discourage them. He has an 
amazing ability to discourage and 











psych people out. He’s a clean racer 
really. He proved that in his second 
moto race with Johnson at Hang- 
town. They were real close and he 
never made contact. 

“It’s going to be hard. I’ve got my 
foot in the door for winning some 
titles, making some money and ful- 
filling some of the goals I have set. 

“He's got a few years left and he 

wants to win, and he really doesn’t 
want anybody to stand in his way. I 
can predict a litle tension going on 
and maybe a bit more isolated rela- 
tionship. I'll sit in my corner and 
he'll sit in his and we'll talk when it’s 
appropriate, and not during the race. 
After talking seriously, Bailey’s face 
breaks back into a lighter mood. 
“T don’t feel bad when I beat him 
because I know he loves to beat me. 
He loves to win, and when I lose, he 
just knows that it drives me nuts and 
that I’m trying everything. He doesn’t 
care how much he wins by as long as 
he wins.” 





Then, back on a serious note Bailey 
talks about two other motivations. 
“TI think that I have reached the level I 
have because of my dad’s coaching 
and the switch to Honda. Dad didn’t 
teach me how to ride and make me 
what I am, but he goes along to most 
of the races and films me and the guys 
he thinks are faster than me. We 
watch it all and analyze what I doand 
what I need to do. I think I will con- 
tinue to improve because of it, and 
I’m lucky to have him to doit. I think 
that coaching in motocross is good; I 
think that other riders should have it. 
I just hope it takes a long time for 
them to figure it out. Also, there 
aren’t many people around, like my 
dad, who are qualified to tell some- 
one like Broc Glover or Hannah or 
Johnson what they need to do. 
“The other thing that motivated 
me last year and the beginning of this 
year was the movie Rocky III. It 
sounds funny, but I saw him lose the 
first fight because he was being a big 





shot. Then he won again by getting 
back to basics. I decided I would get 
back to basics rather than just riding 
laps. I started practicing with left 
turns, no matter how boring they 
seemed. When I first started trying 
turns around a trash can fast, I sucked, 
I couldn’t even do it! It’s something 
that is so simple, but I started doing it 
and it helped on the race track. I prac- 
tice turns and starts. The starts have 
really helped.” 

Knowledgeable spectators wait in 
goosebumps for the 250cc race to start 
at the Nationals. They know they 
will see history as one of two inevita- 
ble possibilities come to fulfillment. 
Either Bob Hannah will be pushed to 
his limits by young lions Bailey and 
Rick Johnson and they will win, or 
Hannah will extend his limits beyond 
his present indomitable speed. Which- 
ever, the upper limits of motocross 
speeds will be extended again. David 
Bailey thinks the winner may well be 
him, but it wasn’t always that way.e 
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Harley-Davidson Chairman Vaugh Beals fielded reporters’ questions. 


Beals explains 
H-D/Japan ‘aid’ offer; 
Honda holds ’83 prices

Harley-Davidson Chairman of the Board 
Vaughn Beals told the press that an offer of 
assistance from Japan to the U.S. manufac- 
turer did consist of a $20 million loan guar- 


antee — as an advance on pur- 
chasing $20 million in Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles. Beals 
said the offer was turned down 
because “‘Harley does not have 
an excess inventory problem,” and 
that no new negotiations have been 
undertaken. Beals met with reporters 
a week after President Ronald Rea- 
gan imposed stiff import tariffs on 
most imported motorcycles over 700cc. 

In a telegram to its dealers, Ameri- 
can Honda said that, “The increase 
in duty will not affect any 1983 (Hon- 
da) models over 700cc because the 
majority of the imports of these units 
are usually completed by this time. 
Also, our current Ohio production of 
the CB1000C and GL1100 series will 


not be affected by the tariff increases, 
and, needless to say, any units in our 
inventory now will not be affected by 
the tariff increase. Moreover, we do 
not anticipate any immediate increase 
in prices for 1983 and prior year 
models.” 

In Los Angeles, however, Beals 
was busy explaining what had trans- 
pired between the Japanese Ministry 
of International Trade and Industry, 
who offered aid on behalf of the Jap- 
anese manufacturers to avoid the tar- 
iffs. “Some time before Daytona,” 
Beals said, “The Japanese, through 
the United States Trade Representa- 
tive’s office, came in and said, ‘We’d 
like to make a proposal to negotiate a 
solution rather than have these tariffs.’ 














The USTR came to us and we said 
yes — our objective was to get a prob- 
lem-solved and we didn’t much care 
exactly how the problem was solved. 
If they had a better idea than the 
Trade Commission, we'd be happy to 
listen. 

“We listened. For pretty obvious 
reasons, these were intended to be 
confidential discussions. Our attor- 
neys, their attorneys, everybody sat 
around in a room and they made a 
proposal. The proposal had two ele- 
ments, although it was pretty com- 
plex. The first element was ‘We'll 
buy some motorcycles; we’ll buy some 
of your excess inventory.’ The second 
element was ‘We’ll provide you with 
technical assistance.’ The proposal 
to buy motorcycles was a bit compli- 
cated. Essentially they said, ‘We’ll 
guarantee you a loan of $20 million, 
and we'll buy $20 million worth of 
motorycles from you. When you sell 
the motorycles you take the proceeds 
and pay off the loan.’ So, it was an 
advance down payment on the pur- 
chase of motorcycles. Our response 
was that it wouldn’t solve our prob- 
lems. We don’t have excess motorcy- 
cles — we shut our bloody factory 
down and laid off people. We cut our 
staff 40% and our inventory is 20% of 
what it was a year ago. That was a 
conscious plan. We wanted to get our 
production level to the market level. 

“Secondly, with all due respect, we 
told them that we didn’t want their 
technical assistance either. We don’t 
think we need it.” 

Beals continued, “We then pro- 
ceeded to say that, ‘If you are looking 
for a solution to the problem, here is 
the domain in which you should 
look for a solution.’ We didn’t want 
them to walk away and think we'd 
just say no and give them no idea of 
what we thought was a reasonable 
alternative. That was where it stood 
when I went to Daytona.” 

While in Daytona, Beals said that 
he learned of a breach in the confi- 
dentiality of the negotiations when 
those details were printed ina Japan- 
ese financial publication. ‘“There were 
some discussions — I wouldn’t dig- 
nify them by calling them negotia- 
tions — following that. They would- 
n’t let me in because they didn’t want 
me to explain my feelings in response 
to the Japanese press. The discus- 
sions never amounted to anything, 
and there are no negotiations going 
on today. 

“IL should add that none of the 
negotiations involved any ownership 
in Harley.” 

Asked about any possibility of fu- 
ture negotiations, Beals said, “If they 
were to appear on our doorstep with 
a proposal, it would be pretty silly 
not to at least listen to it.” 

On other subjects, Beals said that 
47 other claims for protection under 
the statute that Harley-Davidson used, 
had been made. He said that only 
nine gained International Trade 
Commission support, and that Har- 
ley’s case was the first to have been 
approved by the President of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The H-D chairman also reiterated 
throughout the press conference that 
the reason for Harley seeking the 
action in the first place was the 18- 
month inventory of unsold Japanese 
motorcycles in the U.S. Asked about 
the inclusion of 700-999cc motorcy- 
cles in the tariff inclusion, Beals said, 
“Trecognize that ifa guy wants to buy. 
one of these 750 Interceptors, then 
he’s not a candidate for anything we 
sell. That’s an accidental injury pro- 
cess. There was a long discussion 
about this and quite a bit of effort 
went into the 700-plus. But we feel 
that the evidence is overwhelming 
that 750s compete with 1000s. 

“This is like warfare. Somebody 
may get hit by a ricochet. That’s 
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really too bad and I feel sorry for 
them. We didn’t start the war; we 
didn’t flood the place with inventory. 
We only had the laws available on the 
books and we used them. We hope to 
benefit from them. If an innocent 
bystander gets hit, well, the last thing 
I want to see is the motorcycle indus- . 
try get hurt. Excuse me, the next-to- 
last thing. (Laughter) The last thing 
we want to do is get killed. You peo- 
ple in Los Angeles can remember the 
earthquakes, and how the people 
below the dams that cracked were 
scared to death. Believe me, we've 
been living under a dam of motorcy- 
cles, and we've been scared to death. 

“We know how the Japanese have 
handled their pricing in the past. 
When you're scared to death, you do 
what you can. We did what we could: 
If they don’t like their consequences, 
then as far as I’m concerned, they 
should look to the guys who started 
the game.” 

Some of the discussion was cen- 
tered around new products from Har- 
ley, which have been alluded to by 
both Harley-Davidson executives and 
the press for some time. In 1981 Cycle 
News ran pictures of the water-cooled 
V-4, and Beals joked about it to the 
motojournalists at the conference: 
“We had to show the ITC some pro- 
jects we could never show you fel- 
lows.” Asked-about the cost of pro- 
ducing such a new model, Beals said, 
“Any investment in a new product 
has to be amortized against that new 
product. We’re only talking about 
one new product, or-one new family 
of products if you will. If it doesn’t 
provide a good return on our projec- 
tions, we’re not going to do it. It was 
avery viable project; we knew how to 
finance it when we bought the com- 
pany, even though we took on an 
immense amount of debt when we 
purchased the company. Even in our 
worst-shape projections, we could 
still self-finance it. However, if we 
had our worst-shape forecast as real- 
ity, we would be delirious with joy. 
We still think that it is a viable pro- 
gram, it will stand alone, and our 
investment in it will not reflect ad- 
versely on us.” 

Beals also said, that during the first 
quarter of 1983, Harley-Davidson 
made a small profit. 

In other reactions to Reagan’s ap- 
proval of the tariffs, Yamaha released 
at statement saying, “This ruling 
will raise the prices of newly-imported 
motorcycles. The exact amount of 
this increase has not yet been deter- 
mined, but it will be less than the 45% 
of the newly-imposed tariff. Yamaha 
intends to explore all potential ave- 
nues to keep prices as competitive as 
possible. Including in these options 
will be a review of a possible U.S. 
manufacturing plant.” 

BMW, one of the small-volume 
manufacturers basically exempted 
from the tariffs, was happy. “We are 
pleased that the administration struc- 
tured its determination so as to allow 
small-volume manufacturers access 
to the market,” said. John A, Cook, 
president of BMW of North America. 
“BMW took the position with the 
administration that our product 
range, buyer profile, limited produc- 
tion and marketing strategy in no 
way competes with Harley-David- 
son,” added Cook. 

The tariff quota for motorcycles 
over 700cc imported from West Ger- 
many begins at 5000 per year in 1983, 
then raises yearly to 6000, 7000, 8500 
and 10,000, not 1000 per year as was 
reported in this paper last week. 
Tariff quotas for motorcycles from 
countries other than Japan begin at 
4000 and go up 1000 units per year. 
Heavyweight motorcycles from Japan 
have a tariff quota beginning at 6000 
units and then increasing by 1000 per 
year.

America received the stunning news 
that Yankee Bultaco rider Jim Pome- 
roy was leading the 250cc World 
Championship MX Series after the 
first round in Sabadell, Spain. Pome- 
roy was credited with a second overall 
behind Maico rider Hans Maisch, but 
word -filtered down the following 
week that, under the FIM’s 1973 scor- 
ing system, Pomeroy had indeed won 
his first GP in his first attempt, the 
finest performance yet turned in by a 
U.S. motocrosser in world competi- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, in the 500cc MXGP 
opener in Tarare, France, Kawasaki's 
Brad: Lackey posted a 13-8 perfor- 
mance for seventh overall. Maico- 
mounted dentist Gerrit Wolsink was 
the overall winner, topping team- 
mate Willi Bauer and CZ’s Olderich 
Hammerschmid. 


In an AHRA drag race at Phoenix, 
Ariz., T.C. Christenson set a new 
Top Fuel elapsed time record, cover- 
ing the quarter mile in 8.75 seconds 
on a double-engine Norton. Sonny 
Routt, running a machine with a 
pair of Triumph engines, took the 
Top Gas title with a 10.11-second 
run. 


The Dirt Diggers North held their 
annual Hangtown Motocross Clas- 
sic, with three very full Professional 
classes. In the 125s, Monark rider 
Marty Smith took the gold over Pen- 
ton pilots Ray Lopez and Dave 
Bunker. In the 250cc ranks Honda’s 
Marty Tripes rode to an apparent 
two-moto sweep, but was penalized 
for jumping the gate in the first 
moto. That dropped Tripes to second 
behind Bultaco rider Tom Rapp, 
with Maico-mounted Bill Cook fin- 
ishing third. Fresh from his Florida 
domination, Yamaha's Pierre Kars- 
makers won both 500cc Pro motos as 
Yamaha teammate Tim Hart placed 
second over CZ rider John DeSoto. 


Ascot’s first half mile of the season 
saw Norton-mounted Dave Aldana 
winning the Expert main event over 
Gary Scott (Tri) and Mert Lawwill 
(H-D). In the Junior ranks, Triumph- 
mounted John Gennai came out atop 
Rick Hocking (Yam) and Rob Morri- 
son (Nor), while Tom Berry defeated 
fellow Yamaha rider Bruce Hanlon 
in the Novice main. 


Idaho Governor Cecil Andrus signed 
a proclamation making April “Idaho 
Motorcycle Month.” 


Neal Mackel (Tri) was the winning 
rider in the Exhibition class of the 
Widowmaker Hillclimb, going 425 
feet up the hill for the win. That was 
13 feet higher than the runner-up, 
Lee Dugas, managed to go. 


Maico-mounted John Hateley grab- 
bed the 500cc Senior class in a moto- 
cross at Muntz Cycle Park in Moor- 
park, Calif. Runners-up to the Class 
C star were Gene Martin and Mark 
Cook, also on Maicos. In other action, 
Rick Mercier (Mai) won the 250cc 
Senior class, and Chris Heisser (Hon) 
took the 80cc Minis. e

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Honda unveiled their new TT bike at the Ascot National. Piloted by factory 
riders Mickey Fay and Terry Poovey, the XL600-based bikes finished in a 
none-too-impressive fifth (Fay) and 11th (Poovey). The bike’s most inter- 
esting feature was it’s horizontally mounted rear damper, designed by 
Works Performance. According to Honda engine builder, Jerry Griffith, 
the lay-down positioning was used because of carb clearance problems 
that a conventional single-shock configuration would have caused. ‘We 
put a piston in it to raise compression, did the heads and the cam,” said 
Griffith when asked about engine modifications. “l'm not sure the cam’s 
that good and the ignition’s kind of weak. It’s a good engine, though. We 
really didn't have time to put things together. | think it’s going to be good, 
it’s just a matter of putting it together. It’s a hell of a lot better than what 


we had last year.”

Our preliminary results 
have Malherbe listed as the winner, 
with Suzuki’s Andre Vromans finish- 
ing third after posting a pair of 
thirds. 


In the second round of the 125cc 
MXGP Series in Austria on April 
10, Suzuki’s Eric Geboers again 
turned in a two-moto sweep for 
the overall win. Michele Rinaldi 
went 2-2 on another Suzuki for 
second, and Gilera rider Corrado 
Maddi finished third both times to 
round out the victory rostrum. 
American Jim Gibson went 5-5 
for fourth overall on his works 
Yamaha. In the point standings, 
Geboers leads with 60 points, fol- 
lowed by Rinaldi (40) and Gibson 
(34). 


In the Imola 200, Italy’s big purse, 
non-World Championship road race 


spectacular, Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts 
won both 100-mile legs to claim the 
overall win. Defending World Champ 
Franco Uncini pushed his Suzuki to 
two seconds, while Roberts’ Yamaha 
teammate, Eddie Lawson, compiled 
a 5-3 score to finish third overall. 
Honda’s Ron Haslam was fourth 
with a 4-4 finish. Honda’s Freddie 
Spencer, winner of the first two GPs 
of the season, DNF both of the heats. 
In another tragedy, Guido Pacchi, 
who was contesting the 500cc World 
Road Racing Championship, was 
killed at Imola. 


It appears that Jay Springsteen 
will only be able to contest one 
more round of the Battle of the 
Twins Series — Loudon — due to 
conflicts with AMA/Camel Pro 
Series dirt track Nationals. So vet- 
eran pavement specialist David 
Emde will ride ““Lucifer’s Hammer” 
at other BOTT events. Emde will 
have the big V-twin changed to 
shift on the left and brake on the 
right; Springer preferred it the 
other way around.

The Saturday night Junior race on 
the short track will be for 500cc four- 
strokes only; the Sunday mile will 
feature a regular Junior Invitational.

The bikes 
will be prepared by Cycle Tune, 
and the event is sponsored by 
Nippondenso and Champion Mori- 
waki. Plans call for additional Chal- 
lenge races at AFM Pro events at 
Willow Springs and Portland later 
in the year. 


The California Off-Road Vehicle Fair, 
scheduled to be put on in November 
at the Hungry Valley SVRA, has been 
postponed until spring of 1984. The 
event, which will be put on by the 
51st Agricultural Board, will run 
April 27-29 and May 4-6 of next year. 
Raced originally scheduled to run 
with the fair in November of this year 
will run as scheduled.

Bill Dutcher, the man behind the 
May 19-21 Aspencade XII road rider 
convention in Glens Falls, New York, 
tells us North America’s largest 
touring-only motorcycle exhibit will 
take place during the Aspencade.

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I sat up and braked for the Parabolica, the 
twin Brembos hauling the works. Garelli 
down from top speed for the long, long 
corner. Lazzarini slipped inside me as I peeled 


off for the turn, but I tucked in 
behind him and drew level as 
we screamed towards the finish 
line. Team manager Verini held 
out the board: one lap to goat Monza, 
once more around before the check- 
ered flag and a historic win... . 

Dreaming? Not entirely — for there 
I was indeed on Angel Nieto’s World 
Championship winning Garelli, 
chasing little Eugenio Lazzarini, his 
erstwhile teammate, around Monza 
on a sunny morning one day last 
winter. But this was no do-or-die 
Grand Prix effort, but a chance to try 
out one of the most successful bikes 
in recent GP history. 

Ask most racing enthusiasts which 
they consider to be the ultimate Grand 
Prix bike of the modern era, and 
they'll probably plump for the RG500 
Suzuki, which in various guises has 
reaped four World Championship 
500cc titles, including the last two. 
Other contenders might also be the 
250/350cc tandem twin Kawasaki 
which has dominated the intermediate 
classes for the best part of the last five 
years, or even the amazing TZ250/ 
350cc Yamaha — that Manx Norton 
of the 1970's which even today is cap- 
able of defeating the best of the disc 
valve designs and carried Jean-Louis 
Tournadre to a privateer 250cc title 
in 1982. 

Yet it’s perhaps a reflection of the 
lack of appreciation of the smaller 
GP classes outside the Latin countries 








that the bike which stands more clearly 
head and shoulders above its rivals 
should be practically unheralded 
amongst racing fans the world over. 
In the 500cc arena, a machine which 
won the 1982 title for its class in both 
the riders’ and constructor’s catego- 
ries by scoring eight wins out of the 
11 Grands Prix contested by the works 
teams, and provided the runner-up in 
the riders’ table to boot, would be 
rightly acclaimed as the bike of the 
season — the champion of champions. 
But because the disc-valve Garelli 
twin is but a humble 125cc semi- 
tiddler, its achievement in scoring 
such an overwhelming success, 
against far from negligible opposi- 
tion, has gone largely unsung outside 
Italy—whence it hails—and Spain, 
home of unarguably the greatest light- 
weight rider of modern times, ten 
times World Champion and current 
125cc title holder, Angel Nieto. 

Nieto strolled to the 1982 cham- 
pionship, winning the first five GPs 
he contested on the trot, before slack- 
ening off a bit to allow teammate 
Eugenio Lazzarini to catch up closer 
in the points table. But even more 
significant was the Garellis’ amazing 
reliability record — out of 21 GP 
starts there were only two retirements 
for mechanical reasons, one a failed 
ignition system. Given the pace of 
the titanic struggle for supremacy 
between the MBA, Sanvanero and 
Garelli squads, such a record was 
simply témarkable.

Mint but mighty title 


It’s even more remarkable given 
the power produced by the tiny 44 x 
41mm cylinders. An output of 46.8 
bhp makes the 125cc Garelli today’s 
most powerful GP bike in specific 
terms, at just under 375 bhp/liter. 
Compare that to the 40 bhp or so 
churned out by the V4 Yamaha of the 
Read and Ivy era to gauge the full 
measure of the Garelli’s worth: a 
lighter, less complicated design with 
half the number of cylinders (thanks 
to FIM rules), offering a broader 
power band to cope with the maxi- 
mum allowable six speeds in the gear- 
box, yet producing 15% more power 
than the bike most people would 
nominate as the most exotic 125cc 
road racer yet built. Indeed, the Garelli 
is almost certainly the most powerful 
bike of any capacity ever raced in spe- 
cific terms, rivaled only by the Van- 
Veen Kreidler with its 20 bhp claim 
from a single eggcup-sized cylinder. 

Under these circumstances, when 
the chance came to test ride Nieto’s 
tille-winning bike at Monza in the off 
season, I needed little prompting. 
“Only one problem,” worried Roberto 
Patrignani, the affable Garelli PR 
head who himself rode in the loM 
TT back in the fifties on a little Ducati. 
“I hope you can manage to fit on the 
bike. Nieto must be a good nine 
inches shorter than you, and it really 
is very small.” Mentally pondering 
the possibilities of a bionic cut-and- 
shut job on my legs, I rode up to 
Monza on a gloriously sunny winter 
morning to find the entire Garelli 
racing team, plus former World 
Champion Eugenio Lazzarini, await- 
ing my pleasure. Confidence turned 
to curiosity, then consternation, as I 
realized this entire session was being 
laid on just for my benefit, as the only 
non-Italian journalist to ride this 
world-beating machine. 
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The Garelli’s engine was designed 
in 1977 by Jorg Moller, the journey- 
man two-stroke wizard from Germany 
who's made a career and name for 
himself working in Italy. Moller orig- 
inally designed the unit for Mina- 
relli, the huge proprietary engine 
concern under whose name it first 
appeared in public, winning its debut 
race in Venezuela in 1978 clad in a 
tubular frame and ridden by then 
champion Pierpaulo Bianchi. Nieto 
joined the team during the course of 
that season, but too late to win the 
title. The following year he made 
amends, scoring eight GP victories 
and winning every race he finished 
en route to the championship. Bianchi 
only managed tenth in the table and 
departed the team at season’s end, 
along with Moller whose contract 
had expired and, more importantly, 
had achieved its purpose. 

To replace him, the other two free- 
lance two-stroke wizards were hired 
away from Bultaco, where they’d been 
working with Neito for several sea- 
sons: Dutchmen Jan Thiel the engine 
man, and chassis designer Martin 
Mijwaart. Motorcycling’s equivalent 
of Brian Clough and Peter Taylor— 
but incomparably less abrasive, while 
equally successful—the pair guided 
the green and yellow Minarelli- 
mounted Angel Nieto to yet another 
world title in 1981, after narrowly 
missing the boat the previous year. 

An internal shake-up at Minarelli 
at the end of 1981 spelled the end of 
the Grand Prix effort. At one stage 
the team seemed sure to be broken up 
— but then in stepped Daniele Agrati, 
the boss of the old-established Garelli 
factory, Europe's third-largest manu- 
facturer of mopeds and small-capacity 
bikes. Agrati bought up the entire 
team lock, stock and barrel — except 
for Mijwaart who'd returned to Hol- 








land — repainted the bikes in red and 
black Garelli livery, and the rest is 
history. After a gap of 50 years’ absence 
from racing, Garelli—one of the 
world’s oldest-established bike manu- 
facturers who beat the likes of Guzzi 
and Gilera to Grand Prix success 
with athen-unfashionable split-single 
350cc two-stroke in the early twenties 
—won their first World Champion- 
ship title at the initial attempt. 

Just what is it about the Garelli’s 
specification that makes it stand out 
ina hotly-contested class whose regula- 
tions appear to impose a uniform 
design of parallel twin-cylinder disc- 
valve engines with six-speed gearboxes 
and watercooling? To a certain extent 
the answer lies with Moller’s original 
design which produced a remarkably 
compact engine unit that measured 
15” across with the 29mm Dell’Orto 
carbs removed. Thiel’s reduced this 
even further to just under 14” across, 
and combined with the very low 
monocoque frame and highly effi- 
cient streamlining, developed in the 
Fiat car firm’s wind tunnel, this very 
small frontal area and the engine’s 
amazing power result in a top speed 
of 145 mph — from 125cc! 

But this low aspect calls for specially- 
tailored riders — star midgets able to 


mold themselves to the tiny machine, 
heads under the screen, elbows and 
knees tucked inside the fairing, cheat- 
ing the wind of every ounce of drag. 

As Patriganani had noted, I’m no 
Nieto, and jacking my knees up high 
enough to fit them on to the footrests 
was a major project. Keeping my legs 
tucked behind the fairing was no 
problem since it’s quite wide thanks 
to the crankcase-mounted carbs, but I 
was quite unable to get my head 
inside the screen with a helmet on, 
and it took quite some time to figure 
out how to change gear with my size 
nine left boot. Nieto has somewhat 
smaller tootsies! 

The overwhelming impression 
when you first see or sit on the Garelli 
is how slim it is. Three years after 
Mijwaart designed the first steel mono- 
coque to replace the less rigid tubular 
frame, the Garelli and the KR500 
Kawasaki are the only GP bikes out- 
side the tiddler 50cc class to employ 
this type of chassis — if one excepts 
the NR500 Honda of sporadic appear- 
ance. The monocoque’s made of dural 
now, weighs a scant 13 pounds and 
contains four gallons of 50:1 mixture 
in the baffled fuel cell. It’s also 
extremely rigid, and the wonder is 
more race bike designers haven’t opted 


for this design. Jan Thiel thinks he 
knows why: “It really only works 
with a twin-cylinder engine because 
of space limitations and you have to 
design a bit of extra strength into the 
engine cases too. It’s difficult with 
four cylinders to squeeze the exhausts 
too. It’s in, which is why I admire the 
Kawasaki so much — they did it 
really well.” 

Admiration extends to outright 
copying of the KR500’s mechanical 
anti-dive front suspension, itself bor- 
rowed from the Udo Geitl BMW Super- 
bike ridden by John Long in the mid- 
seventies in America, and here mated 
to 32mm Marzocchi forks. The effect 
is stupefying! Rush up to a tight 
corner at top speed, leave your brak- 
ing impossibly late, grab the front 
brake as hard as you like in the dry, 
zip down through the box and while 
you're doing it a great big hand has 
reached out and halted your progress. 
No diving forks, no chattering rear 
wheel, no transfer of weight on to the 
wrists — the Garelli just stops, in a 
perfectly level plane, the system of 
rods transferring the braking forces 
from the caliper to the steering head 
in a simple but effective manner. 
Every bike should have one! 

Of course, there’s not much tohaul 








down, relatively speaking, though at 
172 pounds dry, the Garelli is still 
some 6.5 pounds above the 125cc 
class weight limit. Thiel has plans to 
narrow this gap, with Kevlar stream- 
lining scheduled to replace the pres- 
ent seat and fairing, and Brembo 
working on carbon fiber disc brakes 
(a spin-off from the Ferrari Fl car 
project) instead of the already very 
light plasma-sprayed alloy Zinzanis 
presently fitted. A carbon-fiber mono- 
coque would lose the lot in one go, 
but Thiel smiles ruefully at the 
thought. “We hada budget of $500,000 
to go racing with in 1982,” he says, 
“which must be the biggest in the 
smaller classes, but even we couldn’t 
afford that sort of technology. Only 
car teams can!” 

So instead, he concentrates on the 
art of the possible, wringing increas- 
ing fractions of a horsepower from 
that amazing engine. The separate 
cylinders are made by Hoeckle in 
Germany, as is the pressed-up crank 
which runs in four ball bearings, 
with needle roller big and little ends. 
Great care is taken not to leave any 
cylinders lying around within reach 
of prying eyes, but there are seven 
ports in the Gilnisil bores (six transfer, 


one exhaust), in Which run Mahle 
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pistons, each with a single chromed 
L-ring. The rotary valves are steel 
and feed the 50:1 mixture at the rate 
of 28 mpg. Krober ignition is fitted, 
and a hefty water pump sits atop the 
engine on the right, driven off the 
gearbox whose six speeds have three 
alternative sets of ratios which can- 
not, however, be changed without 
splitting the engine horizontally. The 
same exhaust design is used for all 
circuits, and a total dry weight of the 
engine less carbs is just 50 pounds. A 
14-plate dry clutch has seven sintered 
alloy plates, and seven friction ones. 

I'd expected the engine to have an 
ultra-narrow powerband, necessitat- 
ing much abuse of the clutch to keep 
iton song yet produce the horsepower 
to win championships. I couldn't 
have been more wrong. Admittedly, 
nothing much happens below 9,000 
rpm, except a lot of noise and fumes 
but nil forward motion. Then the 
power starts to pick up till at 10,500 
rpm it comes in with a bang — and 
you'd better be ready when it does, for 
much to my surprise this little 172 
pound racer actually pulled a wheelie 
on its similar-weight rider. I was so 
surprised I almost fell off—you don’t 
expect a 125cc bike to start pawing 
the air like a circus horse—but com- 
ing out onto the straight leading 
down to Monza’s Parabolica it would 
lift the front wheel every lap as I 
accelerated hard while still leaned 
over. No wonder a small steering 
damper is fitted to the left stanchion. 

Once the Garelli’s in the powerband

into their own, zipping you up to the 
14,500 rpm maximum before the next 
sweet upward change. I used the 
clutch for downward changes only, 
but still managed to miss a couple of 
cogs coming out of the Parabolica 
when my oversize foot failed to func- 
tion as it should have. Maximum 
torque occurs at 13,800, so with so 
much pulling power and such a wide 
powerband it’s little wonder that the 
Garelli has the legs of the opposition. 
It may be fast, it may be powerful, but 
it’s very easy to ride. 

During 1982, Jan Thiel concen- 
trated on making the bikes reliable 
with a new crankshaft, improving air 
penetration, and increasing low end 
torque matched to new gear ratios. 
The chassis received little attention 
apart from the addition of anti-dive, 
so it’s a tribute to Mijwaart that it 
handles as superbly well as it does. 
Once again my expectations were 
false; I'd been anticipating a nervous, 
twitchy little bike which my every 
breath would send skittering in a dif- 
ferent direction. After a handful of 
laps I-had as much confidence on the 
Garelli as if I was on one of my own 
racers, thanks to the combination of 
the stiff chassis and sticky, skinny 
Michelin slicks.

The ultimate Ducati?

It was the Monday before the World Cup 
soccer final, and Italy—the future champions 
—were playing hot favorites Brazil in a 
quarter-final game that nobody expected 


them to win. Even so, it seemed 
the entire population of Italy 
was engrossed in watching the 
match. Every cafe witha TV set 
had people spilling onto the road- 
ways to peek a long-distance view; 
factories shut down in the face of 
massive absenteeism; streets were 
deserted of traffic, and even the cara- 
binieri were nowhere to be seen. 
And yet here I was, mounted on 
another kind of World Champion, 
lapping the Misano GP circuit in 


total solitude on the ride of a lifetime 
in the 90 degree heat of the Italian 
summer. I was aboard the works 600 
TT2 Ducati, one of the five factory 
specials that in 1982 repeated their 
success of the previous year by win- 
ning the World TT F2 title with Brit- 
ain’s Tony Rutter in the hot seat with 
the backing of Sports Motor Cycles, 
and the prestigious Italian TT2 ser- 


_ ies in the hands of works pilot Walter 


Cussigh. In each case, the little Ducati 
achieved a grand slam of the respec- 
tive championship, both riders win- 


ning every round convincingly against 
far from negligible opposition, which 
in Rutter’s case included thinly or 
undisguised TZ350 Yamahas. 

Boxing fans like to pick the fighter 
who pound for pound they rate as 
best in the world irrespective of 
weight. On the same basis, the 600 
TT2 Ducati, already invincible in its 
class,;-must have a strong claim to 
being the king of the racing bike 
world regardless of capacity or for- 
mula. 

Before you dismiss such comment 
as the preposterous ravings of a hope- 
less Ducati freak (which I admit to 
being even before I rode the TT2!), 
consider this: a sleeved down version 
ridden by last year’s Italian TT2 
champ Massimo Broccoli finished 
seventh in the final round of the Ital- 
ian 500 series at Mugello last October, 
ahead of two dozen assorted RG500 
Suzukis and OW Yamahas ridden by 
the likes. of European champion 


Leandro Becheroni. 

Not convinced? Well, then there 
was Jimmy Adamo onastretched 750 
version finishing 13th in the Imola 
200 last April and passing RG500s 
and Honda superbikes. 

Still not? Then you must look at 
Tony Rutter’s amazing new Isle of 
Man TT F2 lap record of 109.27 mph 
as he won this year’s TT at a speed 
which would have given him third 
place in the 1000cc F1 event — inci- 
dentally flying through the speed 
traps at 144 mph, compared to the 
152 mph of the factory Hondas with 
40% larger engines. 

The bike I was riding was Cus- 
sigh’s machine, on which he'd just 
clinched his title at Misano the pre- 
vious day with a flag-to-flag win. 
Factory racing boss Franco Farne— 
himself a former works rider of some 
distinction, and now the right-hand 
man of legendary Ducati designer 
Ing. Fabio Taglioni—was on hand to 














supervise my test session and fill me 
in on the background of the bike, and 
its heavily oversquare 8] x 58 mm 
engine. 

“We use standard 600 Pantah cases 
witha bolt-on magnesium casing for 
a hydraulically-operated dry clutch,”’ 
Farne pointed out to me. “Inside, the 
engine is so close to the standard road 
bike it’s unbelievable. We only port 
the heads, fit racing camshafts, high- 
compression pistons for 10.4:1 com- 
pression ratio as compared to the 9.5:1 
of the standard engine, and oversize 
valves: we use a 40.5 mm inlet (the 
road Pantah has a 37.5 mm one) with 
35 mm exhaust (33.5 mm). Valve tim- 
ing is 67 open/90 close on the inlet, 
and 101/58 exhaust.” Included valve 
angle is 60°, as standard, compared to 
the 72° on the older 900 V-twins, 
which also have expensive and noisy 
bevel shaft drive to the SOHC desmo- 
dromic valve gear. That on the Pan- 
tah is by silent toothed belt, which on 
the TT2 is exposed to the elements, 
the belt cover having been jettisoned 
to save weight. 

Ignition on the TT2 is by Bosch 
electronics, firing Champion L81 
plugs which are used for both warm- 
ing-up and racing. The factory runs 
$2° of ignition advance, and the whole 
system uses a quite hefty battery 
mounted in the seat, a far from ideal 
location which raises the center of 
gravity but is unfortunately unavoid- 
able. Last year saw the use of a small 
dry-cell battery which proved inade- 
quate even with a generator fitted; 
the solution was to fit a bigger wet- 
cell unit which couldn’t be squeezed 
anywhere inside the tight-fitting 
frame. 

And it’s the multi-tube chassis, 
made by Verlicchi in Bologna, which 
is the heart of the 600 TT2, Heavily 
triangulated especially round the 
steering head and balance point of 
the bike just above the rear cylinder, 
the chromemoly unit weighs a scant 
15 pounds, including the single-shock 
cantilever swinging arm. A Marzoc- 
chi rear unit was fitted to the bike I 
rode, with magnesium 35mm front 
forks from the same manufacturer 
with magnesium sliders and Cam- 
pagnolo wheels. Cussich uses a 16” 
front wheel, with specially-wide forks 
yokes to accommodate the wider tire, 
whereas Rutter has always opted for 
the larger 18” rim and narrower cover 
as providing better steering on road 
courses. 

Other differences became apparent 
when I came to try the bike for size. 
I’ve ridden racing bikes with every 
conceivable type of gearchange (even 
a hand shift!) bar one: Walter Cus- 
sigh’s Ducati filled that gap, for he 
uses a left foot change with reverse 
pattern one-up, four-down configura- 
tion. Even he couldn't tell me why: “I 
just like it like that!” was the response 
when I quizzed him. Getting used to 
it proved a little time-consuming, 
but that didn’t matter, for there were 
other idiosyncracies I needed to come 
to terms with before I could begin to 
ride the 600 TT2 at even eight-tenths 
of its potential. 

The first thing was its size. Having 
become accustomed to the rangy (and 
that’s the polite word!) 61” wheelbase 
of the big 900 Ducatis in the course of 
my Battle of the Twins racing on Syd 
Tunstall’s*bike in the U.S., I could 
hardly believe how little the 600 TT2 
was. Out with the tape measure: 55” 
wheelbase, a riding position like a 
TZ Yamaha, dry weight of 282 pounds, 
including the heavy generator and 
electric starter required by Italian 
TT2 regulations (lose 22 pounds 
straight off if you remove them), and 
what do you have? A four-stroke rac- 
ing motorcycle with road-based 600cc 
engine witha similar power-to-weight 
ratio toa TZ Yamaha or Armstrong, 
and a 5,000 rpm revband. Is this not

really my ideal racing motorcycle, I 
began to ask myself. . .? 

The sculptured alloy fuel tank sits 
inside the spaceframe, allowing you 
to tuck your knees around it: Cussigh 
is only two inches shorter than me, so 
I found the riding position almost 
ideal, if a little cramped. The ultra- 
slim fairing allows the bike to pres- 
ent a very narrow profile, undoubt- 
edly a factor in its amazing straightline 
speed, but you must be careful to 
squeeze those knees tight into the 
tank on the straights, else precious 
mph are lost in increased drag. It’s 
nota tall person’s bike any more than 
a TZ is, but you can make do. I did! 

Farne fired up the 90° V-twin engine 
using the self-starter with the aid of a 
slave battery; the Italian TT Formula 
rule that you have to have the origi- 
nal means of self-starting fitted as on 
the road bike on which the bike is 
based is a good one, since it rules out 
the use of racing engines such as TZ 
Yamahas and Aermacchis. On the 
other hand, there’s no carburetor rule, 
so “my”’ bike was fitted with 40mm 
Dell’Ortos as compared to the 36mm 
units Tony Rutter has to use. 

After warming the engine up for 
just two to three minutes on such a 
hot day, Farne gave me the all-clear 
after testing the oil temperature with 
a hand on the oil cooler mounted in 
the nose of the fairing. I notched first 
gear on the standard road gearbox, 
and set off. Accelerating out of pit 
lane I noted at once the wide power 
band and precise gearchange; you 
must count the gears since once in 
top gear lever doesn't go floppy to let 
you know you're there, and a couple 
of times to start with I found myself 
stabbing for a non-existent sixth gear. 

The engine is amazing: it pulls 
cleanly from zero revs, with no hint 
of megaphonitis from the two-into- 
one open pipe. By the time the white- 
faced Veglia revcounter hits 6,000 
rpm the cams are beginning to do 
their stuff, and there’s good strong 
power all the way up to peak revs of 
11,000. Maximum torque is produced 
at 7,500 rpm, and peak power of 78 
bhp at the rear wheel at 10,500. It’s 
truly and exceptionally easy bike to 
ride, though it was noticeable that 
once I got the engine buzzing at 
around 9,000 it was almost like stick- 
ing it in overdrive — there seemed to 
be an extra dollop of power at the top 
end of the rev range. 

These characteristics make the 600 
TT2 Ducati a bike for all circuits. On 
a road course like the IoM or the Uls- 
ter you can use the engine’s flexibility 
and drive through sections in the 
same gear, concentrating on the 
corners and giving the motor an eas- 
ier time over the bumps. But come to 
a purpose-built track like Misano, 
and you can gear it like a stroker to 
keep the engine buzzing at or near 
peak revs for maximum performance, 
as I’d observed Cussigh doing the day 
before in winning his race comfort- 
ably. At frst I tried to ride the Ducati 
the same way, but could only pull 
9,500 rpm down the main straight, 
which is one reason he’s a TT2 
champion, and I’m not! Then I real- 
ized that all the gear-changing I was 
indulging in was probably unneces- 
sary, and started using the torque and 
wide powerband of the Bologna twin 
to full advantage. Reducing the 
number of gear changes and squirt- 
ing the bike between corners not only 
made for easier riding but also cut 
down my lap times. As Norton’s Joe 
Craig once said: “All the time you're 
changing gear, you're not going any- 
where.” The 600 TT2 proved him 
right, but it required mental effort to 
keep reminding myself not to change 
gear, and let the engine do the work 
between corners. 

The multi-tube frame comple- 
mented the engine perfectly, provid- 








ing safe, sure handling through Mis- 
ano’s twists and turns. The mono- 
shock rear suspension wasn't really 
tested except over the joints of the 
resurfaced sections, but must have 
been a joy to ride over the Isle of Man 
bumps with. Braking was superb, the 
twin 280mm floating front Brembo 
discs hauling the bike down from 
9,500 in top down the back straight— 
around 135 mph—from within the 
200 meter board for the second gear 
left hander at the end. I did find it 
difficult to use the rear brake, though, 
for the simple reason that the lever 
was tucked in too close to the frame 
on the right side for easy access by my 
size 9 boot. 

The only really negative factor sur- 
rounded the use of the 16” front 
wheel. Going into a corner a fraction 
too fast, I grabbed the front brake to 
knock off some more speed, and had 
the bike sit up on me and understeer 
straight on. Having sorted out the 
ensuing moment, I deliberately did 
the same thing the next lap, with 
similar results. Having been designed 
for an 18” front wheel, the frame 
doesn’t take kindly to use of the 
smaller diameter rim, and the works 
bikes have since been converted back 
to the original spec. With such good 
weight distribution, the bike doesn’t 
need the smaller wheel to stop the 
front from becoming unglued in 
corners. 

Otherwise, the 600 TT 2’s handling 
was pretty impeccable; coming out of 
the slow chicane before the pits it’d 
shake its head briefly as full power 
was applied and the front wheel got 
light. Buta combination of the frame 
characteristics and adjustable Paoli 
steering damper tucked close into the 
tank soon sorted out the wiggle. And 
rushing into the next right hand 
sweeper after the pit straight, the 
Duke powered its way round hard on 
in fourth gear without the trace of a 
wobble, in contrast to the big TT F1 
multis the day before which had tied 
themselves in knots on this demand- 
ing curve. 

After 20 laps or so aboard the 600 
TT2, I'd come to respect it for what it 
is: almost certainly the best all-round 
racing motorcycle in the world today. 
A languidly-waved checkered flag 
from Franco Farne signalled the end 
of my test session, but as I trundled 
gently into pit lane after a slowing 
down lap, the place was deserted. 
Resisting the temptation to ride off 
into the sunset so as to hang on to the 
bike permanently, I went looking for 
people. Just then there was an uproar 
from the trackside office; peering 
inside I found a flickering TV set and 
a dozen ecstatic Italians embracing 
each other. You guessed it: Italy 3, 
Brazil 2! 

In addition to the five dry-clutch 
works specials, the Ducati has released 
20 wet-clutch replicas of the TT2 to 
various approved dealers around the 
world. A further batch of 20 600s and 
20 750cc versions (for the new TT 
Formula | regulations with reduced 
upper capacity limit) are also in the 
pipeline, but in the meantime Eng- 
land’s Steve Wynne plans a batch of 
10 ‘replica replicas’ with frames made 
by Harris Engineering and standard 
Pantah engines modified to works 
spec. Whatever, it looks as if the bur- 
geoning TT F2 class will continue to 
bea Ducati benefit for the conceivable 
future, since as Broccoli’s Mugello 
exploits showed, even sleeving the 
engine down to 500cc as will be 
required in 1984 doesn’t knock much 
off the performance. Who knows — 
we might even see an Italian rival to 
the NR500 Honda for leading four- 
stroke in the 500cc GPs! And all this 
achieved with a basically standard 
road engine with a few very clever 
modifications. No wonder Dr. T. is a 
legend in his own lifetime. e

A few 
laps down, Sullivan left the door 
open, and Morehead, who.had just 





, been sitting there waiting, went 


through it. 

The riders ran fairly tightly fora 
while then shook apart with More- 
head looking so good his fans had 
him picked for the big win. 


Mike Garrison chose the inside 
pole lineup for the Trophy Dash, 
then came Morehead, Mertens and 
Hames.

Hames had the hair-raising 
experience of raising his head and 
seeing the whole pack coming 
straight at him. All being Experts 
they missed him, but that was the 
end of the evening for Hames, who 
is the best young dirt tracker to 
come out of Southern California 
for many a season.

Morehead just 
kept on going on that big Harley 
putting distance between himself 
and Boody with the rest of them 
just keeping even spaces between 
themselves except for the close race 
going on about sixth spot.

upset over Bryan Abernathy and Car- 
roll Richardson. Outstanding rides 
in the second moto by both Aber- 
nathy and Danny Storbeck could not 
compensate for poor first heat per- 
formances, and although each col- 
lected cash on the second ride, neither 
figured in the overall placings. 
Richardson finished second and steady 
Greg Fouts managed astrong third to 
keep his series hopes in good shape. 

Responding to some good natured 
ribbing at the post race payout, Nick 
Cordova assured those in attendance 
that he is not “yellow.” Cordova won 
a heated confrontation with Mark 
Rakestraw in the first outing in the 
250cc Expert class and then was no- 
where to be found in the subsequent 
moto. “Hey, nobody calls Cordova 
yellow. Brown maybe, but never _yel- 
low. My lower shock mount bolt 
worked loose on the first lap and left 
me sitting on the frame, otherwise I 
would have smoked 'em just like I did 
in the first moto,” Cordova com- 
mented with a wink. 

Dennis Hawthorne was also the 
picture of composure as he explained 
his poor performance.in the second 
moto of the 250cc Experts. “I got 
knocked down in the first turn and 
had to work my way back up (to an 
eventual 10th after finishing fourth 
in moto one), it was rough.” When 





queried as to who the responsible 
party might have been, Hawthorne 
replied diplomatically, “I'd rather 
not say. He made a dumb mistake but 
everybody makes mistakes, I'll just 
have to watch that guy from now on.” 

Hawthorne suffered no such em- 
barrassment in the Open Expert class 
as he guided his Husqvarna to the 
premier placing in that division. After 
taking second overall in the 250s, 
Roger Brown needed only to pass 
Hawthorne in the second heat of the 
big bike clash to capture second in 
that class as well. It proved to be a 
tougher task than Brown had consi- 
dered as he followed Cordova and 
Hawthorne to the checkers for third 
place money. “I guess I need to go 
back and practice my starts. I’m just 
not getting the drive out of the box 
that I need to compete with these 
guys. I was just glad to be in the first 
five in the last moto (of the Open 
Experts),” Brown noted at the end of 
the day. 

Mark Rakestraw must feel that the 
honeymoon is over as the newlywed 
Yamaha veteran has returned to pro- 
fessional action after a brief inter- 
lude. Rakestraw garnered a solid 
fourth in the smallest money class 
and then managed to emerge victor- 
ious in the 250s after some extremely 
tough dicing with Cordova, Brown 
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and a resurgent Larry Hughes. 

Tommy Pavelka, the new KTM 
dealer in Temple, returned to compe- 
tition today but his long absence 
from the track was apparent as he 
finished well back in both motos. 
Russell Miksch, Scooter Bates, 
Ronnie Hermann, and Richie Hull 
also put in fine performances that 
allowed them to take home cash. 

San Antonio's Joe Marcucci 
emerged from a slight slump by tak- 
ing a third place in his division of the 
250cc Novice matchups. John Fricke 
and Steve Cooke led the way ahead of 
Marcucci, and Ty Carter and Bobby 
Poe were the frontrunners in the 
other division. 

Darrell Mahalec won the initial 
moto of the Open Novice class but 
could only muster a third in the 
second as Brian Darnell took home 
the gold. 

Billy Whitley continued his mas- 
tery in the Minibike wars, but not 
before being sorely pressed in two 
classes by Eddie Vreeland and Terry 
Pringle. Whitley finished first in Mini 
Senior, Minibike 105cc, and Mini 
Stock. His battle with Vreeland in the 
105cc affair was one of the highlights 
of the day. 

Wyatt Seals found himself in the 
runnerup position in the Open Inter- 
mediate class for the second consecu- 
tive week, but tersely stated that “next 
week I’m gonna win. I don’t know 
what I’m gonna have to do, but I’m 
through with second place.” Bill 
Howe and Shane Beavers will cer- 
tainly play a role in that scenario 
when it unfolds next week at Conroe. 

Billy Click, who is rumored to 
have come over on the Mayflower, 
showed his rear knobby to the Over 
30 Experts in the first heat and then 
was content to follow Darwin Huck- 
abee around the course in the second. 

Huckabee’s last place in the open- 
ing moto was only good enough for 
fourth overall. David Hubbard, sport- 
inga black eye of questionable origin, 
was second and Roger Olson was 
third. Troy Rapp had no appreciable 
competition in winning the Over 30 
Intermediates. Good old Jim Smith 
was second and Dennis Fisher was 
third. Steve Eeds rode superbly in

Welch takes Silver 
City HS

VALLEY OF FIRE, NV, MAR. 20 
Kevin Welch moved into the 
overall winner’s circle for the 
first time since December (when 
he won the Nevada State Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles) with the 
overall win in the Silver City 
Scramblers’ hare scrambles.

Troy Fitch, on a 
Husky, was trailing in third with 
Bobby Davidson close behind. Pete 
Sheehan was holding onto the top 
Open class spot with fifth. Shortly 
after, Fitch dropped out with engine 
problems and Davidson moved into 
the third spot. 


Welch took the checkered flag with 
a strong lead ahead of Laswell and 
Pete Sheehan took third spot when 
Bobby Davidson went over the bars 
only a few hundred yards from the 
finish line. Daryl Folks rode toa 
strong fourth overall, third 250cc 
with Floyd Bradley following him on 
an Open Husky. Larry Job, who sac- 
rificed a finishing position when he 
stopped to help Davidson, came ‘in 
for the sixth overall'spot and Davidson 
remounted and finished seventh, vis- 
ibly shaken. Hans Christensen (Open 
Husky), Eric Elizondo (Open KTM) 
and Angelo Iannucci (Open Maico) 
rounded out the top 10. 

First 125cc was Paul Kline for the 
third race in a row, and Dermie Close 
took the top Amateur spot. Bryan 
Folks finished third overall Amateur, 
first 125cc Amateur, in his first-ever 
Amateur ride. First 250cc Amateur 
was Jim Wischmeyer on brother 
Glen’s bike. The top Over 30 spot 
was Las Vegas 400 promoter Casey 
Folks while Dave Wood topped the 
Over 38 class. First Novice was Jeff 
Phillips on a 250cc while Ronnie 
Odom copped the top 125cc Novice 
spot. 

In Mini action, Lance Taylor took 
the overall in the hard tail class, and 
was also first 60cc Novice. August 
Hanna finished second overall, first 
60cc Amateur and Charlie Kline 
topped the 60cc Experts with third 
overall ahead of Chris Trickle. In the

EVALUATION 


Answer apparel 

Answer products has a com- 
plete line of riding apparel 
that looks sharp and provides 
super protection for off-road 
competitors and trail riders alike. We 
got hold of an Answer outfit and 
tested a couple jerseys, a kidney belt, 
a pair of riding pants and some boot 
savers during four months of weekly 
competition in enduro, motocross 
and cross country racing. 


Jerseys 

We liked the comfort and styling of 
both the cloth and the nylon vented 
jerseys. We even wore them around 
the office and home and had no trou- 
ble fitting them over shoulder pads. 
We recommend cotton jerseys for tree 
enduros because small branches can 
rip out a whole row of vents from the 
nylon jerseys. 
Kidney belt 

The Answer kidney belt, with its 
low Velcro fastening strap in the 
front, brought mixed reactions from 
the staff. Those with a larger tummy 
felt self-conscious about the flab, but 
the author thought they were the 
greatest. The belt provides the nec- 
cessary support without inhibiting 
freedom of movement and is espe- 
cially comfortable for long-distance 
road touring. 





Riding pants 

The riding pants fit snug and com- 
fortable due to the quality of the 
spandex down the leg seams and 
made all our riders feel pretty snazzy 
when wearing them in a crowd. The 
plastic knee-cups and shin-gaurds 
offer extra protection and the leather 
knee pads and crotch pad allow the 
rider to grip the gas tank and dab the 
ground without fear of shortening 
the life of the pants. A small Velcro 
strap keeps the waist line tight and 
the zipper up, and a nylon pouch on 
the inside provides room for medical 
cards, cash or keys when riding. Extra 
spandex at the ankles keeps them 
tight without the use of zippers. 


Boot savers 

The Answer boot savers are made of 
nylon with the same spandex seams 
that are on the pants. They provide 
the rider with water-proofing and 
boot protection, but be careful in tak- 
ing them off as the spandex keeps 
them so tight that you can rip out a 
seam by pulling them up over a 
buckle. 


The low-down 

We liked all the products we tested. 
All the gear looked sharp, fit well and 
provided what we thought was an 
excellent balance between rider pro- 
tection and mobility. We especially 
liked the fact that we could bleach the 
nylon products (please don’t bleach 
the cotton jersey) and get out every- 
thing but oil stains, get back the orig- 
inal shine and not suffer any color 
loss. 

All the Answer apparel is available 
in the popular team colors and the 
jerseys and pants are available with 
your favorite motorcycle brand (or 
Answer) on the legs. Unprinted jer- 
seys are $12.95 for the cotton, $17.95 
for the vented. Team jerseys are $19.95 
for the cotton, $25.95 for the vented. 
Kidney belts are $17.95 and the pants 
are $94.95 for plain legs, $99.95 for 





“team pants. The boot savers are $17.95

Cook, Ermolenko star 
in Ventura opener

VENTURA, CA, APR. 5 
Flamboyant international 
speedway star John Cook eas- 
ily won the Scratch main, the 
trophy and the big bucks in the 
13th annual season opener at the 
Ventura Raceway, known locally as 
the “Commotion By the Ocean.” 
Sam Ermolenko won the thrilling 
Handicap main. 

Former rider Mike Dyer was the 
real star of the show, however. A 
heavy equipment operator by trade, 
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Dyer prepared the newly built one- 
fifth mile oval and the result was rac- 
ing that featured more passing than a 
San Diego Chargers’ scrimmage. It 
was also the fastest racing ever at 
Ventura with speeds up to 50-60.mph 
and riders three abreast coming out 
of the turns. Despite the unaccus- 
tomed speeds, only eight riders fell 
and all were able to walk away. 

Cook handily won his first two 
Scratch rides then easily outgated his 
rivals in the main and contented 
himself (and the crowd) with a series 
of impressive wheelies down the 
straights until the checkered flag 
stopped his antics. No wonder Brit- 
ish promoters are drooling on their 
fish and chips waiting to get Cook 
back over there. “Almost everybody 
geared wrong,” said Cook later, “they 
thought the track was bigger thamit 
really is.” 

In Handicap racing, the back yard- 
age riders did what they were sup- 
posed to do — they passed everybody 
in sight. Last year’s points leader, 
Flyin’ Mike Faria, set the tone by 
winning off the 50-yard line. In the 
other heats, Shawn McConnell was 
second, Alan Christian was third, 
and Cook won, all also coming from 
the 50. 

In a semi, Ron Blanton did what 
was expected of him, blasting off the 
zero-yard line and not looking back. 
Right behind him, five riders were 
passing and being passed on every 
turn. McConnell’s bids for the main 
took a turn for the worse — on the 
last turn to be exact. Ermolenko 
slammed into him jalfway to the 
checkered and in the second it took 
McConnell to keep from hitting the 
wall, Ermolenko and then Faria 
crossed the line ahead of him. 

In the main, Blanton led for a lap, 
then it was Steve Lucero, then Ermo- 
lenko, then Cook, then Faria, well, 
you get the idea. Ermolenko took the 
lead, but not by much, on the third 
lap. A length behind him Cook, 
Lucero and Faria.came out of turn 
four side by side ina race reminiscent 
of their San Berdoo classic. Only 
twice as fast. At the end it was Ermo- 
lenko followed by Lucero, Cook, 
Faria, Blanton and Gary Ford. 

Chris Mistretta thrashed everyone 
twice to win his heat and the Second 
Division main in convincing style. 
The wider track seems to suit his style 
as he showed off some picture-perfect 
corners. Mike Mazzacane was second. 
Oxnard’s Guy Helderlein ended in 
third and on his back as his bike went 
careening end over end down along 
the straight toward the checkered. 

New guy Larry Willey was the 
class of Division Three, winning his 
heat and the main easily. Ventura 
rookie Walt Farnum in his speedway 
debut rode well, and was second.

California Senate Bills 156 and 158, 
dealing with the reinstatement of 
OHV Ends and the elimination of 
proposed converter requirements for 
motorcycles, were scheduled for hear- 
ings by their respective committees 
by this time. Due to various reasons, 
SB 158 was postponed until April 14 
and SB 156 will be heard on April 11.

He 
rode along the fence slowly while 
watching traffic. The hill Chandler 
rode down had two holes at the bot- 
tom that riders sighted on before 
looking up at the hill. It was a poten- 
tially dangerous situation. If he had 
gone outside of the banners he would 
not have been in breach of the rule.” 


Maico‘s Chuck Sun showed up on 
a very trick Maico that sported a 
trick, aluminum fuel tank and 
swingarm. Most notable was the 
front Kawasaki disc grafted to the 
Maico front fork. The bike fea- 
tured a deeply dished seating posi- 
tion with a low seat height — too 
low is how it looked to us. The bike 


is rumored to be an ‘84 prototype ' 


developed in the USA. The seat 
dish will not be as radical as the 
prototype. Sun did not make the 
top 10 in either moto. 


Husky’s Mike Melton won the April 
10 AMA National Enduro held in 
Bucksnort, Tenn. Melton was fol- 
lowed by Can-Am’s John Martin, 
and Terry Cunningham scored third 
overall on a Husqvarna. 


Honda star Mike Kidd was at the 
Ascot TT, but only as a spectator. 
Still bothered by an injured wrist, 
Kidd decided to sit out the stren- 
ous race and get ready for next 
week's Sacramento Mile National. 
‘| just got the cast off a week ago 
Firday,’’ said the former National 
Champ. “I rode Wednesday and 
Thursday at San Jose, doing some 
development work. | really couldn't 
push it hard, | think I'll be about 
80% for Sacramento. | want to put 
it in the main event-there.and just 





work my way to the front. | really 
should sit it out, but | can't afford 
to as far as points go. If | miss one 
more race there's no way | can get 
the championship.” 


Progress on the new Honda NV750 
dirt tracker continues, but the team 
will be using the CX500-based NS750s 
for the April 17 AMA/Camel Pro Ser- 
ies mile at Sacramento, Calif. The 
new machine, based on Honda’s new 
52-degree 750cc V-twin, is expected to 
debut at the San Jose mile on May 1. 


Latest word on Scott Pearson was 
that his knee surgery went well, 
but it will be some time before the 
four-time National winner can 
return to competition. To help 
offset Pearson’s medical bills, 
Circle Bell Enterprises’ Bob Bel- 
lino announced that Circle Bell 
will be selling Scott Pearson T- 
shirts at both Sacramento and San 
Jose, with the proceeds going to 
Pearson.

Henry Silva, now the 
master of Hawaiian Hare ‘n’ Hound 
holeshots (ever try to restart a Hare 
‘n’ Hound?), was asked how he led 
the bomb run on his Yamaha 175 
against all the big-motored Open 
machines, “I jes lean back an’ shiftin’ 
gears.” 

Johnny Wilson was the second 
rider past check number one, fol- 
lowed by Joey Reveira and Duane 
Johnasen. 

Pat Gouveia and Matt Lyman, 
already in the top 10 off the line, 
doubled back on a bad flag before 
realizing their mistake. Gouveia 
muscled his way back into the top 
five immediately, while Lyman was 
making his own trails. Lyman said 
“You have to go for it to get back up 
there, but a lot of guys were bummed 
because bikes were getting knocked 
over and stuff.” 

Silva set a blistering pace, with 
Gouveia clear of traffic and gaining. 
Wilson, still in second, succumbed to 
the pressure. This let Reveira catch 
Wilson and pass him. Joey, up with 
the leaders at the start, had let them 
go on purpose. “It was nuts up 
there,” he said. 

Past the halfway point, Joey picked 
up the pace and moved up to chal- 
lenge Wilson for third. After trading 
the place several times, Joey claimed 
it for good, leading Wilson by two 
minutes at the end. 

Gouveia, meanwhile, had passed 
Silva for the lead before the first gas 
check. Henry repassed, and they took 
turns breaking the plastic bags cover- 
ing the checks. After leading and 
swapping leads, suddenly the bags 
were broken again. Henry asked Pat 
“Who stay in front?” 

None other than Bobby Rodrigues 
Sr., a trail veteran of the 40s and 50s. 
Only trouble was, Bobby Sr. had 
missed some of the trail after he got 
lost in the pineapple field, and moved 
from fifth overall to the apparent 
lead. Bobby grumbled about the trail 
marking in the pine field. Bobby Sr. 
still finished sixth overall, but missed 
five checks in his pine field shortcut. 
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Gouveia and Silva, meanwhile, 
solved the mystery of the “broken 
bags,” caught and passed Bobby Sr. 
and continued their dice for the lead. 
They passed and repassed, finishing 
only one minute apart, Gouveia with 
a slim lead over Silva, looking like 
overall first and second. 

The check counters tell the story 
though, both riders missed check 
number 16. Eight and 10 minutes 
later, Joey Reveira and Johnny Wil- 
son, then Duane Johnasen two min- 
utes after Johnny: Everybody with- 
out check number 16. Hopes rose. If 
everyone missed the same check, then 
they throw it out. Bobby Sr. missed 
five checks. Bobby Rodrigues Jr., rid- 
ing steadily in the top 10 finished 
eighth overall, and had check number 
16! So it was out there! But Bobby Jr. 
also missed one check, number 28. 

Four more minutes, then Steve 
Trinies. Steve had number 16, had 
number 28, but missed number 12 
and 29. Tension was incredible — 
who would be in with all the checks? 
Finally, almost 40 minutes after the 
leaders, Jon Teixeira landed first 
overall on a Yamaha 400, all 36 
checks and first overall. In 11 more 
minutes, Steve Proctor had claimed 
second overall, and three minutes 
later, Rick Amano claimed third over- 
all. Trophy positions fell rapidly, 
but almost 80% finished. 

At the finish line, steak and lobster 
had been promised, but riders were 
glad to settle for some monstrous 
“dinosaur” ribs and swap stories 
about their “el flippos” and the race 
that might have been.

Pete Hames continued his dom- 
ination of the west coast Experts 
as he won everything in sight 
this evening, making it six 
Ascot race wins in a row for the fleet 
rookie Expert from Simi.

The red lights came on, Sullivan 
slowed and Inderbitzen beat him to 
the finish flag so there was ample 
discussion with officials over who 
did or didn’t win or should there bea 
restart as Garrison and Hames were 
both up and ready to go. Restart it 
was; two, actually, when the starter 
was dissatisfied with the way the 
troops got off the line. 

Garrison again grabbed the lead in 
exactly the same start formation as 
first time out, and this time he fell in 
turn two. Hames went on for the win 
with Sullivan not too far behind in 
second. oq, 
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Hames won the first and fastest 
heat which featured a terrific ride by 
Junior David Caballero on a fast 
Can-Am. Caballero was the fastest 
Junior in trials and, along with a 
couple of others, was given the chance 
to run with the Experts. He and Jim 
Taves took that chance. 

With Hames safely in the lead, 
Caballero came up through the Expert 
pack, eventually passing Jeff John- 
son, who had been in third, and 
almost catching second place man 
Rod Sullivan. 

The second heat went to Mike Gar- 
rison, followed by Don Howard and 
Scott Podergois. Chris Cannon and 
Mike Inderbitzen fought out fourth 
place with Cannon finally getting it 
and becoming first alternate. 

Jeff Johnson blew ‘em off in the 
semi followed by Sal Hoffman, Inder- 
bitzen and Taves, with Inderbitzen 
almost getting Hoffman on the last 
turn of the last lap. 

The Expert main finally got away 
with Garrison, Sullivan, Podergois 
and Hames all on row three! Sullivan 
had the early lead with Hames stuck 
in traffic about fourth, but he was 
moving. He has the ability and con- 
trol to go only as fast as he needs to 
and will cool it when out front. 
When he’s behind he’ll go as fast as 
he has to, and then he’s very quick. 
He passed Garrison in turn two when 
Garrison went too high, then went 
hot after Sullivan, getting by him 
and pulling out front. 

For seveal laps the dice between 
Sullivan and Garrison was good, 
until Mike hit a bump in the north 
turn, putting him back a bit. Back he 
came, grabbing second spot right at 
the finish line. 

Behind them were Junior riders 
Caballero and Don Howard disput- 
ing fifth place behind Sal Hoffman. 
Caballero, on the smaller, lighter 
machine, ended up with fifth overall. 

Eddie San Roman won the first 
Junior heat on one of the hot little 
Can-Ams. Holding second for quite 
awhile was Ross Klatt, but Bill 
McConnell took it away with Ross 
hanging onto third and last direct 
transfer over Bud Carroll. 

Mike Kirby, who won the main last 
week, charged out front in the second 
heat only to part company with his 
Triumph in turn three. Bob Land 
was then in front and there he stayed 
with Mear! Barnett second. Coming 
in third was Ryan Fisher, who got by 
John Lundgren in the final laps. 

Mike Kirby tried again in the semi, 
this time the bike didn’t want to run. 
Bud Carroll took the lead start to fin- 
ish on his Champion-framed Harley, 
putting some distance between him- 
self and Kelly Larkin.

Atkins aces 
OCIR opener

EAST IRVINE, CA, MAR. 31 
After a month-long battle to 
wrestle the race track away from 
the floodwaters and weeds, 
R.A.C.E. motocross opened its 
1983 season at the Orange County 
International Raceway. Each year the 
season opener has produced the larg- 
est turnout in the history of the tight- 
cornered night track. This year, with 
an assist from the weather and spring 
vacation from school, 298 riders 
jammed into the pits. The track fea- 
tured the same basic layout as last 
season with reconstructed stutter- 
bumps, a new whoop-de-doo section, 
and several whoops between the start 
and the big jump. The track proved 
to be very unforgiving. 

The best of the Pro races turned out 
to be in the 125cc class. In the first 
moto a major pile-up in the first 
corner produced a red flag. On the 
first attempt at a restart three riders 
jumped the gate. On the next restart 
the holeshot went to Ken Dunlap, 
but he had jumped the gate a second 
time and was put down a lap. Dunlap 
held a slight lead over Kawasaki’s 
Kyle Landrum and Team Green’s 
Tracy Meeks. On the fourth lap both 
Dunlap and Landrum went over the 
bars in separate incidents in the 
whoop-de-doos. Meeks inherited the 
lead and held on. Steve Burdette, a 
Yamaha rider from the east, moved 
into second with Dunlap up again in 
third place. At the finish it was Meeks, 
Burdette, Dunlap (down a lap), Rick 
Atkins and Doug Bowers. 

Atkins took his R&D Suzuki to the 
lead in the second moto over Meeks 
and Burdette. On the second lap 
Meeks crashed and remounted a dis- 
tant eighth. Chris Heinrich took over 
third place with Honda-supported 
Aaron Pitts in fourth. At the halfway 
point of the moto, Pitts slipped by 
Heinrich for third and Meeks moved 
up to fifth, but was a good 10 seconds 
behind the leaders. What had been a 
very tight race became even closer. 
Atkins was holding onto a slim lead 
with both Burdette and Pitts within 
striking distance. With two laps left, 
the leaders pulled alongside each 
other and were three abreast going 
over the big jump. Burdette had the 
lead for a second as the trio was flying 
through the air, but out of the next 
turn Pitts emerged with his Honda in 
the lead. Atkins managed to hold 
onto second at the finish with Burdette 
third. Atkins (3-2) was the big money 
winner. Burdette had a 2-3 for second, 
with Pitts third with a 5-1 score. 

The headline on the story should 
read, “Todd Peterson didn’t win 250cc 
Pro at OCIR.” That honor went to 
Bryan Maloney with a 3-1 on his 
North County Honda. Peterson took 
second with a 2-2 and Mike Tripes, 
back on a Pro-Circuit Husky, took 
third in the 17-rider class. Veteran 
Dave Taylor took the holeshot in the 
first moto and held. off .Tripes. for 
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three laps before the white bike took 
the lead. Peterson, after a poor start, 
fought his way to second, but could 
not challenge Tripes. Ian Fitz-Gibbon 
had his Yamaha ina solid third until 
the last lap when Maloney caught 
him. 

In the second moto Peterson battled 
for the first-lap lead with Maloney in 
second. Tripes was running fourth 
but fell in a tight corner and spent the 
rest of the moto moving back to fifth. 
On the second lap Maloney accomp- 
lished a rare feat at the County and 
passed Peterson’s Yamaha. The pair 
pulled away from the pack, but Mal- 
oney kept a safe lead over Peterson. 
By the checkered flag Danny Bartho- 
lomew had moved into third over 
Westby’s Jean Hendryx. 

In Open Pro, Mike Tripes led every 
lap of both motos. Scott Cavness was 
with him in the first moto until he 
suffered mechanical problems. Bruce 
McDougal placed his Honda second 
in both motos. Third place belonged 
to Jeff Conlin aboard a Husky.

Novices there were three riders who 
hit the first corner before Musson. 
But before the first lap was over, 
Musson made a few passes and took 
over the leader’s position from Bryan 
Paquette on a Honda. Jeff Wright 
and Mark Romero placed third and 
fourth. 

In the first moto Rick Pickering 
placed sixth but improved greatly in 
the final event. Pickering took the 
holeshot and led Romero and Mus- 
son. It wasn’t long before Romero 
disposed of Pickering and took the 
lead for a good portion of the race. 
Musson came from third place and 
made the winning move while flying 
over the double jumps and demoted 
Romero back to second. Musson had 
to work hard for the lead in both 
motos, but in each case he took the 
first wave of the checkered flag.

While Musson swept his 
contest, Jon Barrick had one bad 
moto, but won the 125cc Novices 
nonetheless. Chris Pillow took the 
honors in the first moto of the 125cc 
Novice class with Kenneth Maciver 
in second and Chuck Whitmore tak- 
ing third. Jon Barrick was in the top 
three when he dropped his Honda 
while charging downhill. Barrick was 
knocked back to fifth place. 

Follow the leader was the name of 
the game in the final moto as there 
were six riders contending for the 
lead within 50 feet of each other. 
Maciver was up front and being pur- 
sued by Mark Cramm, Jon Barrick, 
Chris Pillow, Jeff Matiasevich and 
John Gersjes. Breaking up the order 
was Barrick, who zapped Cramm on

a small uphill turn. Barrick was on 
the move and after Maciver. 

He finally took the lead when 
heading down a hill and hauled past 
Maciver. Cramm was back in third, 
but not for long as he out-powered 
Maciver on a small stretch to take 
over second. 

Matiasevich had been racing minis, 
but proved today that he can really 
ride a 125. He was the next in the 
pack to overcome Maciver and take 
third behind leaders Barrick ‘and 
Cramm. On the trophy list it was 
Barrick, Maciver, Matiasevich and 
Pillow.

Slim Stephens and Lance 
Owens, riding the Kawasaki 
West/Wildlife Performance 
GPz 750, persevered for four 
hours to win the second annual 
Southern Nevada Roadracers Endur- 
ance race. 

When the starting flag dropped, 
Stephens squirted out to an early 
lead. A half hour into the race Ste- 
phens was still in the lead, but the 
Yamaha Seca ridden by the team of 
Jody Morgan and Armando Melgosa 
had dropped out with the first of 
many ailments that was to relegate 
them to the status of also ran. 

After a half an hour of frantic 
wrenching they were able to re-enter 
the race, but at a decided disadvantage. 

At the one hour mark the team of 
Mark and Steve Shelton, riding for 
High Desert Kawasaki, had usurped 
the number one position. This left 
the Stephens/Owens team in second 
with the hard charging duo of Jim 
Cox and Mike Williams on their 
Honda-Kawasaki of Las Vegas/ABC 
Copy Service GPz 550 in third. 

By the time the race was at the 
halfway point, the lead had changed 
again. The Owens/Stephens team 
was back in first with Cox and Willi- 
ams in second and the Shelton broth- 
ers running third. In fourth place, by 
virtue of steady, consistent riding, 
was the Bruce Haupt and Jon Pari- 
sena team riding a brand new 
GS750ESD Suzuki backed by Wild- 
life Performance/Freelance Court Re- 
porters. 

At the three hour mark the first 
three positions remained unchanged, 
but an alert pit crew member flagged 
the Parisena/Haupt bike in for a 
front tire change when he spotted 
cords showing through the rubber. 
About 15 minutes after that, local 
favorites Jack Baker and Henry “Mr. 
Clean” Tecza retired their 550 Vision 
when a broken exhaust pipe fried an 
exhaust valve and turned their twin 
into a thumper! 

At the finish line it was Stephens/ 
Owens first, Cox/Williams second 
and Haupt/Parisena third. The first 
two positions were never in question 
towards the end of the race, but third 
place was a real squeaker! Jon Pari- 
sena was at the helm of the big Zook 
and turning some pretty decent lap 
times when he came around motion- 
ing for a fuel stop. His pit crew 
checked with the official timer and 
found that there was only five min- 
utes left in the race. Because Jon was 
running only 13 seconds behind the 
then third place bike, ridden by the 
team of David Jenesko and Chris 
Coswell of Westlake Suzuki, the pit 
crew flashed him a “Go for it!” sign 
on the chalk board. Shortly thereafter 
Jon passed the Jenesko/Coswell bike 
to take over third place, but as he 
went by the pits on the last lap his 
crew could hear his bike start to lean 
out. We talked to Jon at the finish 
and he said that he backed out of ita 
little on that last lap, but he still 
coasted into the pits with only a 
memory of fuel left in the tank! 

We'd also like to make special 
mention of the fifth place team of 
David Old/Christine Bauer. This 
team had the only female team mem- 








ber in the race, and she more than 
held her own. My curiosity was natu- 
rally picqued when I saw a woman's 
name on the sign up list, so I wan- 
dered through the pits before the race 
asking questions. When I hit one of 
the Wildlife Performance pit crew 
members, a roadracer himself, he told 
me ‘‘I hate toadmit it, but she’s turn- 
ing faster lap times than I do!” The 
team ran a good, steady race on their 
750 Honda Interceptor until about 20 
minutes before the finish, when Old 
lost it in fast turn one. He was able to 
right the bike and limp on into the 
pits where Christine took over and 
finished the race, but the down time 
was just too much of a handicap.

Head tops 
Northwest 
Challenge Trials

EUGENE, OR, MAR. 26 
Eighteen riders from four states 
and Canada gathered inside 
the Equestrian arena at the 
Lane County Fairgrounds for 
the second annual Northwest Pepsi 
Challenge Invitational Indoor Trials, 
pitting their bikes and bodies against 
an adrenaline-pumping, man-made, 
10-section course. 

In hosting their second indoor trial, 
promters Mike Scheidt and Bruce 
Green proved that indoor trials not 
only can co-exist with traditional 
outdoor trials, but actually benefit 
the sport by presenting it in a more 
appealing environment for the spec- 
tators. Besides, by putting the trials 
inside they finally found a way to 
beat the lousy Oregon spring weather. 

The riders competed for a purse of 
$2000 in prizes and contingencies at 
the Pepsi-, Herle’s Cycle Town- and 
Olympia Beer-sponsored event, and 
after the last tire track had been 
burned onto the roof of the Ford van 
used as one obstacle, and the last rider 
had scaled the eight-foot wooden 
pyramid they called Mt. Everest, it 
was Californian Scott Head riding 
his new white Italjet into the winner’s 
circle with the Arizona SWMer Dave 
Pyle a close second. 

Close was the order of the weekend 
for these*two feet-up fanatics. They 
made the trip to Oregon together, and 
they were still together after the first 
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lap of the two-lap event with ‘equal 
scores of 13 points. Head then secured 
his victory by riding the second lap 
with a four-point total to Pyle’s nine- 
point score. 

Third place went to Montesa- 
mounted Stan Bakgourd, the two- 
time and current Canadian champ as 
well as number seven in the ’82 
NATC/AMA series. 

Fourth, with 43 points, was Dale 
Drocus from Washington on a Fan- 
tic, and 16-year-old Vance Walker 
(SWM) rounded out the top five with 
47 points. 

A new format was used at this 
year’s Pepsi Challenge. All 18 starters 
rode a pre-competition practice lap 
to decide the starting order for the 
actual event. The first lap of the 
actual trials was used as a qualifier, 
with the best 12 riders transferring to 
the final lap. The combined qualifier 
and final lap scores decided the win- 
ner. The riders were not on a time 
limit but were required to move at a 
steady pace. 

The sections were impressive to say 
the least. Super-tight wheelie 
turns, roll backs, front and rear wheel 
hops and stationary balancing were 
required. No section could be cleaned 
without the use of one of these trick 
techniques. This is not to say the 
course lacked aggressive sections; two 
required all-out, dump-the-clutch, 
third-gear assaults. 

A quick tour of the course included 
the following sections: 

e@Section one — Two parts. First a 
stationary balance of 10 seconds on a 
two-foot-high bikelength table. The 
second part consisted of a handlebar- 
height limbo stick that offered a 
choice of either riding across and off 
the table, then under the limbo stick 
or jumping both the table and the 
limbo stick. Cleans were posted both 
ways. 

@Section three — The truck-bed 
turnaround. Ride into the bed of a 
standard pickup, make a 180 degree 
“U” turn and ride back out. A clean 
of this section required a wheelie 
turn that would make a ballerina 
stare in awe. Pyle and Head cleaned it 
both laps. Bakgourd cleaned it once. 

@Section six —Cross over two, three- 
foot diameter logs set less than a bike- 
length apart; then banzai up and over 
a six-foot-high log pile. Jay Terry 
exemplified the word teamwork when 
he attempted to cross the first two 
logs and became sandwiched between 
them. Trapped but still balancing, 
he yelled for advice to fellow SWM 
rider Pyke, who told him to lean back 
and gas it, which freed Terry, allow- 
ing him to complete the section for a 
two. Because of the slippery condi- 
tion of the logs, the last part of this 
section was perhaps the most diffi- 
cult of the event. Ride on top of a 
two-foot diameter log lengthwise, 
then make a 90 degree wheelie turn 
onto another two-foot log butted 
against it. Ride an additional five feet 
down this log to the section's exit. 
Head posted one clean, Pyle a one. 

Section seven — Hop up onto the 


` bed of a flatbed truck, ride the length 


of the eight-foot bed, then bounce 
ontoa seven-foot-wide platform built 
on top of the cab. Turn around on the 
platform and ride down the same 
way. Pyle and Bakgourd cleaned it 
using wheelie turns, Dorcus cleaned it 
by using a series of roll backs and front 
wheel hops. Tom Young misjudged 
his turn and set his front wheel down 
in thin air instead of on the platform. 
He quickly discovered that when mere 
humans attempt to fly it’s always 
straight down, in his case about seven 
feet. °

Lazor wins 
Houston, Reichardt 
ICE champs

HOUSTON, TX, APR. 1 
Tonight when the alcohol- 
burning, studded-tire speedway 
bikes hit the ice at The Sum- 
mitt in Houston, it was the 
final race in the International Cham- 


pionship Events series that would 
decide America’s first ice racing 
champ. 

Coming into the final event, Don 
Mayberry had a slim points lead over 
half a dozen riders who had a mathe- 
matical chance of taking the title 
home. A world championship for- 
mat. was followed where all riders 
accumulate points from each of five 
rides. In the series, points were car- 
ried from each event. 

Timmy Joe Sheppard drew first 
blood with a heat victory. Ban May- 
berry was left on the ice in the begin- 
ning of a trend that would follow the 














riders through the night. Heat number 
two found the trend continuing with 
Lazor. After being crashed into the 
wall, several yards of duct tape were 
required to mend his leathers before 
the race could be restarted. George 
Lazor went on to win this heat. 

As the heats progressed, it became 
evident that control and consistency 
were the tricks as top contenders hit 
the ice and the wall as they pushed it 
to the limit. 

Chris Reichardt, in contention from 
the series beginning, moved into the 
series points lead with a victory in 
heat number 16, at the expense of 
Mayberry going to the ice. Only two 
heats later, Reichardt went down and 
gave Mayberry hope as he was up 
again in heat number 20. 

Heat number 20 was beyond a 
doubt the best race of the night as it 
was do or die, for Mayberry as well as 
Gary Ford, needed the win to clinch a 
spot in the main. After a restart, May- 
berry, got cut out in turn one and 
pushed back to fourth. He charged 
back into second at the finish line, 
but collided with Scott Ormiston and 
they both were scattered all over the 
ice. 

Not only was it painful, but it 
meant that he did not make the main 
event and guaranteed Chris Reichardt 
the title as “King of the Ice Racers.” 
Reichardt missed the main by one 
point. 

With a several thousand dollar 
purse left on the line in the main 
event, the list was called. T.J. Shep- 
perd and Ford, both with 15 points, 
and Lazor and Ormiston with 14 
points rolled to the line. Lazor led 
the race with a late challenge from 
Ford, who came from last off the line 
up to second, Ormiston in for third 
and Shepperd slid in for fourth.

Multiple stadium classes 


I have a suggestion to offer and if 
you print it in your paper others may 
agree and something might come of 
it. It has to deal with the problem of 
factory bikes versus production bikes 
in motocross races, particularly in 
the stadium events. 

Since the AMA has had the good 
sense to put all the size classes on the 
same day they have put together a 
great show of race events. It makes it 
worth the money and it gives you a 
whole day of entertainment. And that 
is what racing is, entertainment. But 
at the stadium events I do not feel I 
get my money’s worth of entertain- 
ment for the time I spend at the 
indoor events! 

So my suggestion is to add a new 
class to the stadium events. It would 
be a modified production class for 
Pros. It would be like the Superbike 
class at the road race events. That 
class is made up of modified produc- 
tion bikes with the factories involved 
as well as privateer riders riding for 
big name companies. Both the For- 
mula One class and the Superbike 
class are just as exciting. 

The AMA and the promoters are 
already allowing privateer riders on 
modified and stock production bikes 
to race on these tracks against the 
factory Pros, but only a couple ever 
make it to the main event. So why not 
give these riders a class of their own? 
The factories could still be involved 
in hiring new riders to compete in 
this class as well. This would make 
more jobs for Pro riders and put back 
that chance of making a name for 
yourself in racing. Without that dream 
of someday making it to the top, 
fewer and fewer people are going to 
stay interested in buying motocross 
motorcycles, to try to make that dream 
come true! I’m a motocrosser but 
road racing may have something we 
need. Someone should look into it.

We appreciate the need to make the 
privateers more prominent, but don’t 
feel that the stadium events are the 
proper arena to feature multiple 
classes of racing. Supercross is big- 
bucks sports entertainment designed 
to draw John Q. Public to a comfort- 











able stadium for two to three hours 
worth of entertainment. Road racing 
events are generally held over two 
days, with the spectators making a 
weekend out of it and often camping 
overnight at the track. Even putting 
three classes on in one day of moto- 
cross has caused practice and qualify- 
ing motos to be shifted to the day 
before in the Nationals. We suppose 
it’s all a matter of how much time 
you have to produce a show...Editor. 


Remember the ol’ fellas 

Just finished reading David Ed- 
wards’ coverage of the SCORE San 
Felipe 250 (Issue 12, April 6, 1983). 

While he covered the basic ele- 
ments of the race, he certainly failed 
to cover some of the more important 
facts of this unique race. 

For example: That both, Class 30 
and Class 38 had the best finishing 
percentage of all the motorcycle classes 
(Class 38 being the best). That, with 
the exception of Class 22, Class 38 
had the most entries and that their 
finishing times were far better than 
those in Classes 20 and 21. 

The reason I mention this is because 
I see that in your coverage of the San 
Felipe race there’s only one para- 
graph dedicated for both Class 30 and 
38 (very short paragraph), while 
Classes 20 and 21 get far more cover- 
age than they deserve. 

The real racers are perhaps the top 
three finishers in Class 22 and most of 
the racers in Classes 30 and 38. The 
SCORE records will bear this out. 
These two classes, specially Class 38, 
have the best finishing records for the 
past four years of any SCORE class, 
including motorcycles, and cars, and 
our times are usually among the best 
overall. Yet, we usually get very little 
mention in any of your articles, while 
the young “hot shoes” of Classes 22, 
21, and 20 get all the ink, far more 
than they deserve. In fact, all that we 
usually get is their “stuck stubs” hol- 
lering for someone to come and bail 
them out! 

I think it’s time that you folks start 
giving us better coverage. We certainly 
deserve it and I think that those 
youngsters could learn something 
from it and start finishing more races. 

When next you cover the Baja 500 
in June, be sure to tell your reporter 
to come to the finishing impound 
area where he'll find most of the vet- 





eran racers downing a couple of brews 
and where he’ll get the real scoop 
about the race.

Saddleback sees 


flying Ws and insults; 


’Mara, Hannah, 
Glover win

Bob “Hurricane II” Hannah flew his works 
Honda to an indomitable lead in each moto 
of the Coors/Saddleback round of the 
Wrangler Super Series while teammate John- 


ny O’Mara and Yamaha's four- 
time National champ Broc 
Glover took the 125 and 500cc 
classes, respectively, with 1-2 
moto finishes. Kawasaki's Jeff Ward 
and Kent Howerton were runners-up 
in their respective classes, one thank- 
fully and the other reluctantly. Yama- 
ha’s Rick Johnson was the rider to 
hold the flying tropical storm in 
sight the longest and rode well, but 
he was displeased also, calling the 
event a bad weekend. 


Honda teamster Phil Larson and 
Yamaha’s 125cc hope Ron Lechien 
put in fine rides for third on a de- 
manding Saddleback International 
track. David Bailey put his Honda 
into third in the 250cc class. 

Saddleback had earthmoving equip- 
ment at work for weeks to restore the 
park ravaged by recent destructive 
rains, only to open the gates under a 
threat of 60% precipitation possibili- 
ties. Fortunately for all, the weather 
only threatened until the races were 





over. The track featured multiple 
double jumps, and for the first time 
riders were leaping the second terrace 
of the monster Saddleback uphill. 
Kawasaki's Billy Liles was reportedly 
the first rider to go over cleanly, and 
he said that a 250cc machine required 
wide open fourth gear approaches to 
make the flight. 

During the 500cc class the FAA was 
on hand to moniter activity, but only 
Ward came close in the tiddler class. 

Team manager grimaces and ten- 
sions were the order of the day after 
the first 500cc moto. Reknown show- 
man Danny “Magoo” Chandler was 
disqualified for riding backwards on 
the course and fellow team and class 
member Todd “Goat” Breker was dis- 
qualified for outside assistance. Breker 
had a thrown chain, so the point was 
atechnicality in his case, but Chandler 
had a second for the moto. 

Feelings on the matter were under- 
standably negative in the Honda 
camp. Breker voiced his disappoint- 














ment by saying, “I’m pretty upset 
about Yamaha pulling those games. 
I don’t think racing should get into 
that. I may have deserved it, but not 
Danny (Chandler). For Kenny Clark 
to do that I don’t think was right.” 

American Motorcyclist Association 
referee Butch Lee felt the decisions 
were cut and dried calls. He said that 
although many riders were having 
trouble with the triple-tiered hill sec- 
tion, only Chandler had ridden all 
the way to the bottom and almost to 
the previous turn. Other reports var- 
ied, but Lee claimed to see it. He 
wryly commented that being a starter 
was a better job, because he could put 
his stuff in a bag and go home. 

Yamaha felt justified also. “I got 
disqualified at Anaheim Stadium,” 
was Glover’s comment, “Barnett got 
disqualified during one of the Trans- 
USA series. If they don’t disqualify 
Chandler it will be like the fine situa- 
tion at Daytona. They fined O’Mara 
and Ward $100 and everyone else 
$500. They can’t do that. I was ahead 
of it, but if he did ride backwards ina 
situation where he could of gone 
forward, that’s his fault, not ours. 
You have to use your head out there 
all the time.” Hannah's bottom line 
was, “They can play like that, we’re 
going to give them a beating anyway.” 

On a different note, Suzuki’s Mark 
Barnett had an uncharacteristically 
poor day at fourth overall in the 
125cc class. Since Supercross points 
and National points go toward the 
overall Wrangler series winner, Han- 
nah moves a little closer and safer to 
the title. 


500cc National 

Breker grabbed the advantage as 
the opening salvo was fired for the 
big artillery, but Chandler and Glover 
slipped past on the opening lap. 
That left Golden State Series champ 
Breker with third ahead of Larson, 
Howerton, Maico West-supported 
Mickey Dymond, Husqvarna rider 
Phillip Oveland, “Unknown Jerome” 
Heiberger and Team Tamm’s Mike 
Shoemaker. 

Suzuki’s Alan King was not in the 
top 10 on the opening loop but he 
pushed Shoemaker past Oveland for 
eighth on the second lap. Glover led 
the second lap after Chandler bobbled 
in the uphill section towards the 
infamous “Banzai Hill.” 

The shuffle had Breker and then 
Chandler following Glover. King 
picked off Dymond on the next go- 
‘round for sixth. The top seven re- 
mained the same until lap seven 
when King put Howerton behind 
him. Yamaha-mounted Warren Reid 
moved past Dymond on the same 
loop, but Reid apparently ran into 
troubles later, finishing 26th. 

By the next to the last lap, Breker 
could feel his rear wheel bearing 
going. The wobbling that ensued 
threw the chain. He was assisted in 
his push to the mechanic’s area and 
was disqualified. Yamaha Support 
rider Tim Locey and Honda Support 
rider Steve Martin had also moved 
into the top 10. 

Chandler had suffered one minor 
fall already, but on the last lap he 
looped out on the uphill. Reports 


‘were not clear on whether his machine 


stopped on the flat or on the hill 
itself. Whichever was the case, he 
rode down the hill to start the bike 
and was disqualified. That made the 
final order Glover, King, Larson, 
Howerton, Shoemaker, Locey, Hei- 
berger, Martin, Dymond and Honda- 
mounted Don Griewe. 

Howerton’s luminous green Pre- 
stone pumper pulled everyone to the 
first turn of the second moto by 50 
feet, but Chandler led the charge 
downward with Breker third. Hower- 
ton said after the race, “I needed the 
holeshot. I have the flu so I don't 
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
